JACOBS ARRESTED 


ON CHARGE OF PERJURY 


Gamblers Assume the Aggressive

Colored Waiter Complainant Against |

The gamblers yesterday took the aggres- 
sive in the war between themselves 
District Attorney Jerome. Ex-Gov. Black, 
is the attorney for the Burbridge- 
Farrell-Walbaum combination, whose gam- 
bhng house in West Thirty-third Street 
was invaded by the Tenderloin police on 
evidence furnished by Detective Joseph 
Jacobs of Mr. Jerome's staff, took steps to 
have the detective arrested on a charge of 
perjury. 

The warrant was obtained from Magis- 
traie Brann in the Yorkville Court and 


the court squad for service. The de- 
tective, it seems, failed to find Jacobs, the 


man of many disguises, and the attorneys | 
| for the gamblers afterwards spread the re- 


port that the detective had vanished. 

When District Attorney Jerome heard of 
this he smiled and said that Jacobs was 
where he could find him at any time he was 
wanted, and in the afternoon the detective, 
having been notified about the charge 
against him, walked calmly into the Dis- 
trict Attorney's office and announeed that 
he had no objection to going into court and 
defending himself against the charge. 

Accordingly Jacobs, accompanied by his 
counsel, John H. Lockwood, went to the 
Yorkville Police Court and presented him- 
self beforc Magistrate Brann. 

‘I understand there is a warrant out for 
Mr. Jacobs’s arrest,’’ said Mr. Lockwood, 
‘** What is the complaint?”’

Hitchens says further that Jacobs swore 
that he was accompanied by a man_named 
Willard on these occasions; that. Willard 
pressed the button outside of the storm 
doors, and that he and Willard were admit- 
ted to the vestibule; that a searchlight was 
turned on them, and that the deponent 
opened a wicket in_the front door; that 
Willard whispered tO deponent; that the 
door was opened and that they were told 
to “Go up stairs; it’s all right.” He says 
that Jacobs swore that he bought $50 worth 
of checks and lost the amount playing 
a banking and gambling game known as 
roulette, and that he staid there about half 
an hour on each occasion.

This offer, contended Mr. Lauterbach, was 
made without proper authority, and the 
District Attorney had no right to waive a 
Nor, he added, could a man become a 
State’s witness without being willing to 
testify, and Mr. Lewisohn had scorned the 
offer from the start. 

The whole proceeding against Lewisohn, 
said the lawyer, was illegal and unconsti- 
tutional, and ‘‘the presiding Magistrate 
had no jurisdiction.’ This presiding Mag- 
istate was Justice Wyatt, and he had be- 
fore him nothing ir the way of positive 
evidence against Canfield, but the charges 
were merely made cn information and be- 
lief. Mr. Lauterbach said, too, that the 
proceeding in the jocked library of the 
Criminal Courts Building was illegal, be- 
cause the code provided that all legal 
proceedings should be open to the public. 
Should a witness be made to answer a 
question that would incriminate him, he 
continued, then the witness might he hauled 
up later for prosecution. Finally he argued 
that the code provision backing the District 
Attorney's action abridged the Constitu- 
tion of the United States, and no State 
had a right to pass such a law. 

The District Attorney argued briefly and 
submitted voluminous papers explaining 
his side. ‘He urged that all the courts, 
passing upon the constitutionality of 
such proceedings as the one involving Can- 
field and Lewisohn, had practically agreed. 

‘* But,” interposed Justice Scott, ‘‘ do not 
some of the courts come pretty near re- 
versing themselves?”’

ALKALI TROUBLES RENEWED. 


Preferred Shareholders of the American 
Company Will Resist Levy on 
Their Stock. 


Special to The New York Times. 

PHILADELPHIA, Dec. 24.—Holders of 
American Alkali Company preferred stock 
and ex-holders, who had failed to have 
stock transferred out of their names, re- 
ceived an unwelcome Christmas gift to-day 
in the shape of a circular letter demanding 
the payment of an assessment of $2.50 per 
share, which was levied on Sept. 12, 1901. 
This installment was originally payable 
Oct. 21, 1901, but an extension of time 
until Nov. 11, of that year, was granted. 

The circular states that this assessment 
will enable the company to pay its debts 
and end the receivership. If payment is not 
mede by Jan. 8, 1903, the receivers, act- 
ing under the orders of the Circuit Court 
of the United States for the District of 
New Jersey, will enforce it by legal pro- 
ceedings. 

Accompanying the letter is another cir- 
cular giving the company’s situation as 
it exists to-day. It refers to the unsuc- 
cessful effort which was made to reorganize 


the company in May, 1902, and gives the 
facts which led to the failure. The troubles 
of the Canadian Electric Chemical Com- 
pany, Limited, which is'a subsidiary con- 
cern, are given in detail. Settlement with 
the Canadian company, however, has been 
effected. 

Many of the preferred stockholders, es- 
pecially those who long ago sold _ their 
stock, but neglected to have it transferred 
out of their names, said to-day they will 
refuse to pay, and protracted litigation is 
certain to follow the present demand.

NOVEL VIEW OF PRESIDENT. 


German Editor Tells of Notable Con- 
versation on German Literature 
in Twenty Minutes. 

Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 24.—A novel view of 
President Roosevelt is contributed by Louis 
Michel, editor of Der Deutsch Amerikaner, 
who was introduced to the President last 
Wednesday at the White House by Repre- 
sentatives Wachter and Schiem of Mary- 
land. 

When it is considered that Mr. Michel 
and the two Congressmen were with the 
President not more than twenty minutes, 
Mr. Michel's account of what occurred will 
give an idea of just how strenuous the 
President is and how much he can crowd 
into a small space of time. Mr. Michel to- 
day described his visit as follows: 

‘* President Roosevelt is not only one of

WASHINGTON, Dec. 24.—Senator Pen-

ELEVATED CARS ON FIRE.. 


Cars, in . Collision from Misplaced 
Switch, Ignited by Third Rail—West 
Side Trains ied Up for an Hour. 


Through a collision between the pay and 
supply cars on the Sixth Avenue line of 
the Manhattan Railway Company at® Rec- 
tor Street and Trinity Place at 12:10 o'clock 
this morning the entire west side service 
was tied up for over an hour.

NEW GOLD FIELD IN ALASKA. 


Reef of Great Extent and. Richness 
Found Near Chicken Creek—Stam- 
pede to Stake Claims. 

Special to The New York Times. 
TACOMA, Washington, Dec. 24.—A great 
reef of gold-bearing quartz has been found 
by miners near Chicken Creek, in the 
Ferty-mile District of Alaska. The forma- 
tion has been traced three miles, and hun- 
dreds of claims have been staked. It con- 
tains stringers very rich in gold, many of 

them running as high as $3,000 per ton.

formerly American Deputy Collector of 
Customs at Forty Mile. The first stringers 
were fond six months ago, but the mat- 
ter was Kept secret until the lucky pros- 
pectors making discovery could locate a 
trend ‘of ledge with the object of staking 
as many claims as possible. Since the news 
was made public early in November, a 
great stampede has taken place from Forty 
Mile, Dawson, and other Yukon camps. 
South African miners say the reef is 
similar in appearance and formation to 
some of the greatest gold bearing ledges of 
South Africa. It is suposed that the ledge 
is one of those which have been ground 
down by glaciers during past ages, thereby 
loosening the gold now being taken out of 
the Yukon glaciers. Many shafts have 
been started which will soon reveal the 
value of the ledge.

REQUEST OF ALLIES 


Has Conference with Secretary 
Hay on Arbitration Proposal. 


The Caracas Compelled to Remain 
Outside La Guayra Harbor—Rebels 
Prepare to Attack Venezuela’s 
Capital. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 24.—The President 
and Secretary Hay were in conference for 
some time this afternoon over the propos- 
als from Great Britain and Germany that 
the President arbitrate the issues involved 
in the Venezuelan claims controversy. They 
went over the communications. very thor- 
oughly, considering the subject from every 
viewpoint. The acceptance or declination 
of the proposals by the President is be- 
lieved to hinge on the nature of the restric- 
tions the allies have imposed on the arbi- 
tration. 

If any conclusion was reached at the con- 
ference between the President and his Sec- 
retary of State the fact was not made pub- 
Inquiries at the White House regard- 
ing the President's intentions were referred 
to Secretary Hay, and the latter sent word 
to newspaper reporters who called on him 
that there was no news to be given out on 
the subject to-night. 

The proposals of Great Britain and Ger- 
many reached Washington to-day. They 
in such form that the President can 
accept or reject the proposition outright. 
The messages were received while the 
President absent from the White 
House, 

It is known that Mr. Roosevelt is disposed 
to act with all speed in this matter, for he 
realizes that the conditions on the blockade 
line are such that almost any moment an 
unpleasant incident may occur through the 
obstinacy of some skipper or from a genu- 
ine misunderstanding as to the terms of the 
blockade that may diminish the chance of 
a peaceful settlement of the Venezuelan 
trouble. 

The Navy Department has received word 
to-day from Lieutenant Commander Diehl 
of the Marietta concerning the action of 
the blockading squadron at La Guayra in 
refusing to allow the Red D liner Caracas 
to remain in the harbor yesterday long 
encugh to discharge her cargo. No request 
for instructions has come from him. 

_The officials of the department have en- 
tire confidence in Commander Diehl’s abil- 
ity to handle the situation, and unless they 
hear something from him in the shape of 
&@ protest against the action of the allies 
they will make no move. As a rule it is. 
agreed that a blockading fleet can do 
pretty much as it likes. 

It is intimated as a possible reason for 
the position taken by the allies in de- 
clining to allow the Caracas to remain in 
the harbor at night, that in the dark it 
would be difficult to exercise surveillance 
of what was being taken out of her hold. 
For the.same reason the allies may have 
decided that she should not return to the 
harbor to-day, but should take on her pas- 
sengers outside.

BERLIN, Dec. 24.—Germany is anxious to 
receive President Roosevelt's acceptance of 
the formal invitation from Germany and 
Great Pritain to act as arbitrator in the 
Venezuelan controversy. The German Gov- 
ernment’s preference is very decidedly in 
favor of arbitration through President 
Roosevelt rather than through The Hague 
tribunal, because it believes the President 
will reach an early decision, whereas The 
Hague court would require many months. 
The officials here also insist that it is to 
the United States’ advantage to have the 
President decide the matter. 

ROME, Dec. 24.—Italy'’s reply to the arbi- 
tration proposal of Venezuela, through Min- 
ister Bowen and the Government of the 
United States, among other things says 
Italy would be pleased if the question were 
settled by the arbitration of President 
Roosevelt, and adds that if he does not ac- 
cept Italy will have no objection to sub- 
mitting the solution to The Hague tribunal. 


WILL TEST BLOCKADE AGAIN. 


CARACAS, Dee, 24.—The Red “DD” Line 
steamer Caracas is cruising to-day before 
La Guayra, She will sail at 5 o'clock to- 
day. 

The foreign residents of this city, and es- 
pecially the Germans, have protested 
against the enforcement of the blockade in 
not allowing the Caracas to return to La 
Guayra to finish unloading her cargo. 

The steamer Merida, belonging to the 
same line, left Willemstad, Curacao, last 
night for Maracaibo. She will attempt to 
ascertain whether the blockade is held to 
be fully in effect. 

There is much indignation among the 
people of La Guayra with Signor de Riva 
and Herr von Pilgrim-Baltazzi, respective- 
ly the Italian and German Ministers to 
Venezuela, who are considered responsible 
for the shelling of the forts at Puerto 
Cabello. The envoys promenade daily on 
the beach at La Guayra, and it is feared 
er may be the object of some demonstra- 
tion. 

At Caracas everything is quiet. Presi- 
dent Castro left here this morning for 


Vietoria. He is expected to return to the 
capital this afternoon.

entirely without foundation. 


REBELS PREPARE TO ADVANCE. 


WILLEMSTAD, Curacao, Dec. 24.—The 
Venezuela revolutionists, strengthened by 
the impossibility of suppression of the 
smuggling of arms and ammunition into 
the country and by the fact that the 
Castro Government has no longer any 
warships at its disposal, have made 
answer to President Castro’s proposition 
that they turn their arms against the for- 
eigners who have attacked Venezuela by 
referring him to Gen. Matos, their only 
chief capable of dealing with the matter. 


The rebels have regained courage. 

The Government which signed with them 
an armistice of ten days, which Ss to-. 
morrow, has 3,600 men at Deray eto

THE VITAL ISSUE| MANY NEW ROUNDSMEN. 


TARIFF 


Senator Vest, About to Retire, 
Talks of Political Future. 


So-Called Sherman Anti-Trust Law In- 
effective—Best Remedy Is to 
Take Away Favors. 


Special to The New York Times. 
WASHINGTON, Dec. 24.—On the eve of 
his retirement to private life, after a long 
career of honorable and useful public serv- 


| ice, Senator Vest of Missouri is in a posi- 


tion to discuss affairs of state and legis- 
lative policy with sole relation to his coun- 
try’s welfare. A Democrat of profound 
convictions, he believes that in the Demo- 
cratic Party reposes the Republic’s hope of 
permanency and greatness, but removed 
from the thought of preferment for himself, 
he has no need to let party considerations 
give color to his utterances. 

“The greatest menace that threatens 
this country to-day,”’ said Senator Vest, 
“is in combinations of capital that have 
for their object. That these 
trusts, they come to be known, owe 
their being largely, if not solely, to the 
protective tariff should be evident to any 
student of economic questions. 

“The existence of a monopoly depends 
on the ability of a combination of capital 
to control the output and distribution of 
a commodity. That sufficient capital can 
be combined to control a commodity in this 
country we have seen; but there has not 
been, and it does not seem there could be, 
a combination sufficiently gigantic to con- 
trol the world's output of any of the great 
necessaries of life. 

“In attempting to refute the argument 
that the tariff is responsible for trusts in 
this country, it is declared that equally 
great trusts exist in free-trade England. 
This is false, absolutely. There are in Eng- 
land a number of trusts which control the 
supply of certain articles of commerce, 
but none of these articles is a great neces- 
sary of life of general production. 

“ The English monopolies are possible be- 
cause the articles they control are of such 
limited production that they have been able 


to gain possession of the sources of sup- 
ply. No monopoly can exist in a great 
staple of commerce where competition is 
open to the world. 

TARIFF “MUTUALITY OF GREED.” 

“This being the case, it seems very clear 
that monopolies in commercial staples are 
possible in the United States only because 
competition isnot opten to the gorld,and the 
protective tariff is convicted of responsi- 
bility. The first step, then, in an honest 
attempt to correct the evils from which we 
suffer is to remove the protection the tariff 
gives to monopoly and force it into world 
competition. 

“But the Republican Party will not take 
this step. The protective tariff is an inter- 
dependent mutuality of greed. Let an at- 
tempt be made to remove the protection 
afforded one industry and every industry 
that feeds on protection will cry out in 
pain. Like a flock of English sparrows 
that comes noisily to the succor of one that 
has emitted cries of distress, the entire pro- 
tection brood will join in a chorus of pro- 
test against any change in existing tariff 
schedules. 

“* When the present tariff was under con- 
sideration in the House of Representatives 
Mr. Dingley, the accredited author of the 
measure, admitted the rates were unneces- 
sarily high, but declared the schedules were 
fixed as a basis from which to negotiate 
favorable commercial treaties with other 
nations. Yet the Dingley rates are now 
held sacred and their continuance is de- 
manded by the interests that have glut- 
toned on them. 
bas Refusal to reduce the tariff rates leaves 
Cougress with but weak weapons with 
which to fight monopoly. The act of 1890, 
known erroneously as the Sherman anti- 
trust law, represents the limit of the Con- 
Stitutional authority of Congress to regu- 
late the trade between States, and only in 
the regulation of trade between States can 
Congress touch the trusts. 

“It is odd that the name of the late Sen- 
ator Sherman should be coupled to a meas- 
ure which he conspicuously opposed and re- 
fused to vote for. In 1890 Mr. Sherman 
introduced from the Senate Finance Com- 
mittee a bill designed to regulate the 
trusts, but it was clearly unconstitutional 
in that it sought to take from the States 
their right to regulate their domestic com- 
merce. 

“The bill was referred to the Judictary 
Committee, of which Senator Edmunds 
was Chairman and of which I was a mem- 
ber. The Judiciary Committee took up the 
question and reported the anti-trust meas- 
ure, which became law, but which embod- 
ied none of the essential features of the 
Sherman bill. 


WEAKNESS OF ANTI-TRUST LAW. 

‘When the bill came before the Senate 
Mr. Sherman opposed it, and, rather than 
vote for its passage, got up and left the 
Senate Chamber. 
_ “This act requires the establishing of 
two primary facts in order to make prose- 
cution of a trust successful. The first is 
that the goods are manufactured or pro- 


duced by a combination of capital monopo- 
‘istic in its tendencies and in restraint of 
trade, and the second is that the goods 
upon which action is based are in the 
channels of inter-State commerce. 

“The most prominent Supreme Court 
decision under the law was in the prosecu- 
tion against the American Sugar Refining 
Company, brought up from the United 
States Circuit Court of New Jersey. In 
this case the fact was established beyond 
dispute that the goods were made by a 
monopoly, that was in restraint of trade, 
but the Government failed to prove that 
any of the product of this monopoly was 
sent by it into the channels of inter-State 
commerce. 

“The simple subterfuge has been re- 
sorted to of selling the goods to a second 
party, and having neither responsibility nor 
knowledge of what became of them after 
they left the factories. Resort to this 
subterfuge, under the Supreme Court’s rul- 
ing, will, at any time, render the so-called 
Sherman law igsufficient to cope with 
trusts. 

“TI read with great interest the Pitts- 
burg speech of Attorney General Knox, in 
which he claimed to be able to conduct 
successful prosecutions under this law. The 
Attorney General may have resources of 
which I know nothing. As one of the au- 
thors of the act, I do not see how it can 
be done. The only other hope of securing 
direct legislation to cure the trust evil is 
by a constitutional amendment, giving to 
Congress a larger grant of power, and I 
do not believe the States are willing to sur- 
render to Congress so large a measure of 
their reserved rights. 

“The difficulty, if not the impossibiilty, 
of dealing with trusts through the reme- 
dial legislation being established, does it 
not seem reasonable that the wise course 
would be to cut off the nourishment that 
has enabled them to grow to such ungov- 
ernable size? This is the view I think the 
American people will take of it, and a de- 
mand for such process should be the atti- 
tude of the Democratic Party, the deter- 
mination of the Republican Party not to 
adopt the remedy being apparent. 

“With this for the paramount issue in 
1904, I confidently believe a Democratic 
President and a Democratic House of Rep- 
resentatives will be elected. 

‘The money question I do not believe will 
be a conspicuous issue in the campaign. 
The large production of gold has sufficed 
to postpone the inevitable triumph of bi- 
metallism. The platform should contain a 
declaration on the favor of a double stand- 
ard, but no attempt should be made to force 
the issue to the front. 

**Some day there will be another political 
battle in America between the forces of bi- 
metalliem and the forces of monometallism, 
and bimetallism will triumph. But that day 
is not now. 

“As to who will lead the Democratic 
Party to its promised victory two years 
hence, no safe prediction can now be made. 
As the situation is to-day, New York could 
nominate any man upon whom its delega- 
tion was agreed, but many changes are 
possible in two years. Mr. bryan will un- 
doubtedly have a strong following in the 
convention, but he hardly can control it,

He also surveyed a route around 
Nero Deep, a very deep hole in the ocean 
bed between Guam and Midway, which 
was discovered by the United States Sur- 
vey ship Nero, and reported to be the deep- 
est bit of ocean in the world. 

In surveying around the Deep, Mr. Dick- 
inson says that he went down to a depth 
of 4,500 fathoms, and the route chosen went 
around it, it being deemed impracticable to 
lay a cable over it. 


ADIRONDACK HUNTERS HAPPY. 


One of the Greatest Seasons on Record 
for All Kinds of Game. 


PLATTSBURG, N. Y., Dec. 24.—Reports 
from many points in the Adirondacks show 
that hunters and trappers have been very 
successful this Winter so far. An unusu- 
ally large number of black bears have been 


killed in this vicinity. In Stockholm two 
boys have killed twenty-two foxes and 
twenty coons, and two other boys have 
killed 182 muskrats, six mink, three foxes, 
nine skunks, and one ‘coon. 

In Duane Lake a well-known Adirondack 
guide has killed four bears, besides a large 
number of mink, sable, muskrats, and 
coons. 

Although the snow is two or three feet 
deep in the southern part of the Adiron- 
dacks, the northern slope from Saranac 
Lake north is practically free from snow, 
making it easy for trappers to get about in 
the woods.

Lieutenant General Demands Facts 
as to Cruelty to Filipinos. 


Report on the Death of Father Augustin 
from the Water Cure Sent to 
Washington. 


MANILA, Dec. 24.—Several official in- 
quiries into charges of alleged cruelty to 
natives by soldiers are at present progress- 
ing throughout the islands. Some of these 
cases have been investigated previously. 

When Gen. Miles was at Lipa, in the 
Province of Batangas, Luzon, certain na- 
tives laid charges before him that during 
the campaign of reconcentration American 
soldiers had committed acts of cruelty and 
violence. Gen. Miles referred the matters 
to Gen, Davis, and the latter detailed Col. 
Morris C. Foote of the Twenty-eighth In- 
fantry, to investigate. Col. Foote found the 
charge of violence to be untrue, but it is 
believed he found in some cases that the 
water cure had been administered. His re- 
port will be sent to Washington. 

While Gen. Miles was in the islands 
Major George K. Hunter of the Fifteenth 
Cavalry repeated to him certain charges 
which had been brought against Capt. Rob- 
ert L. Howze of the Sixth Cavalry_ when in 
command at Laoag, North Llocos, Luzon, in 
1000, 

At the time specified Capt. Howze was 
Lieutenant Colonel of the Thirty-fourth 
Volunteer Infantry. E 

Major Hunter said that native officials 
ot Laoag had whipped certain prisoners, 
two of whom died from the effects of this 
treatment. At the time of this alleged oc- 
currence Major Hunter was serving at 
Laoag; he reported the matter in a letter 
to Gov. Taft, who informed Gen. MacAr- 
thur, Capt. Howze denied the charges. An 
investigation was ordered, and the bodies 
of the two prisoners who died were ex- 
humed. In their report the investigators 
held Capt. Howze to be blameless. Gen. 
Miles brought Major Hunter to the north 
of Luzon and landed him at Laoag before 
leaving the islands for China. 

At present Major Hunter is in Manila. 
He says the investigation into the charges 
against Capt. Howze has not yet been 
completed. 

After agg | Manila Gen. Miles sent a 
cablegram to Gen. J. Franklin Bell direct- 
ing him to report what cases of misconduct 
on the part of the enemy had led him to 
issue Circular No. 5, in which it was 
charged that the enemy had boloed Ameri- 
can wounded, had made use of American 
uniforms, had planted infernal machines, 
shot poisoned arrows, violated their paroles, 
assassinated friendly natives, accepted of- 
fice under the Americans for the purpose 
of obtaining information, and had entered 
the American lines by deceit. Gen. Bell 
has written an extended report enumerat- 
ing the instances which justified him in his 
action. 

The inquiry into the causes which led to 
the death of Father Augustin has been 
completed and forwarded to Washington. 
The water cure was administered to Father 
Augustin at Banate, Panay Island; the 
priest died from the effects of this treat- 
ment. It is alleged that a large sum of 
money has been raised among the natives 
of the southern islands, and sent to Bos- 
ton to aid in the puvate prosecution of 
the Augustin case. he assertion has been 
made that this money was intended for use 
against Major Edwin F. Glenn of the Fifth 
Infantry, who is charged with unlawfully 
and willfully killing seven prisoners of war, 
and whose trial will be continued here in 
January. Major Glenn, however, was in no 
way connected with the Augustin case. 


The allegation was made by the anti- 
Imperialist Committee, at the Lake George 
Conference, that Father Augustin was 
killed by the water cure in the Philippines. 
The War Department had the matter in- 
vestigated, with the result that the main 
fact—that the man died as a result of the 
cure—was confirmed. 


HOUSE WINS ON CUBAN TREATY. 


Convention Will Be Submitted to Rep- 
resentatives If It Should Pass 
the Senate.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 24.—An understand- 
ing has been reached between the Repub- 
lican leaders of the House and the Presi- 
dent by which friction will be avoided be- 
tween the two houses over the question of 
jurisdiction in regard to the Cuban reci- 
procity treaty. 

The contention of the House leaders is 
that the treaty is practically a revenue

SAYS BOY WAS KIDNAPPED. 


Woman Asks State Department to Re- 
cover Ward Who Is on His Way 
to Buenos Ayres. 


Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 24.—The attention 
of the State Department was to-day called 
to the alleged kidnapping of Joseph Pres- 
ton Ames, the ten-year old boy, who, ac- 
cording to his aunt, was spirited away by 
other relatives. The aunt is Mrs. Helen G. 
Sparhawk, author of the compilation of 
National music which is in use by the 
United States Army and Navy. She 
charges that some of the attachés of a 
foreign legation in Washington assisted in 
the kidnapping, and she wants this feature 
of the matter investigated by the depart- 
ment. 

The boy is the son of Dr. Preston Ames, 
who married a Uruguayan girl. Dr. Ames 
died while on his way to this country in 
1892, and the mother brought the child to 
Washington, where she died recently. The 


District Supreme Court appointed Mrs. Spar- 
hawk guardian of the boy. She charges 
that before she could get possession of 
him some of his relatives on his mother's 
side, assisted by the attachés mentioned, 
took him from his home and sent him to 
New York, where he was placed on board 
the British steamer Soldier Prince. 

He is now on his way to Buenos Ayres. 
Mrs. Sparhawk wants the State Department 
to have the steamer stopped at the first 
port of call and have the boy taken off by 
the American Consul and sent back to 
the United States. The case will be inves- 
tigated by the department. 


ADMIRAL COOPER TRANSFERRED 


Or.ered to Command of Southern 
Division of Asiatic Station. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 24.—The Navy De- 
partment to-day ordered Rear Admiral 
Philip H. Cooper to the command of the 
Southern Division of the Asiatic Station to 
succeed Rear Admiral Wildes, who was 
detached on Monday on account of sick- 
ness. Rear Admiral Cooper, who is now in 


charge of the naval defense of the Eastern 
coast, will leave for his new post of duty 


about Jan. 5. 
His new command is considered a very 


desirable one, as the time of Rear Admiral 
Evans, now in supreme command of the 
station, expires in less than a year, and 
when he returns Admiral Cooper will suc- 
ceed him as senior officer of the whole 
Asiatic fleet. é 


CIVIL SERVICE IN PHILIPPINES. 
Dr. Falconer Tells of Intelligence of 
the Natives. ; 
Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 24.—Dr. Oliver L. 
Falconer, Chief Examiner of the Civil Serv- 
ice Board of the Philippines, left here to- 
day to return to Manila. He has been in 
Washington for two months on leave of 
absence, and returns to the Philippines 
with the intention of residing there pet- 
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manently. “I have found the Philippines 
very agreeable, and the climate suits me,” 
said Dr. Falconer, “The natives take well 
to civil service examinations. We give 
them questions in: Spanish, and have had 
some excellent results. It has been our 
experience that the Filipinos take readily 


to civil service work, and we expect that 
the clerical force of the islands will be 
maintained at as high a standard as that 
in the United States.” 

Dr. Falconer was for six years an as- 
sistant examiner in the Civil Service Com- 
mission here, and had charge of the prep- 
aration of one eee for the examina- 
tions. In the Philippines the civil service is 
governed by a board, which is subordinate 
to that of this country.

ARRAIGNED FOR ARSON.

Herman Behrman of 413 Magnolia Street, 
fast Williamsburg, was arraigned in the 
Flushing Court yesterday before Magistrate 
Connorton on a charge of attempted arson. 
He was held in $1,000 bail for further ex- 
amination. The complaint was made by 
John Soelderman, the owner of the, house 
which Behrman occupied, and the Fire 
Marshal. .

LAURA BIGGAR ACQUITTED | 
The Jury Finds Dr. Hendrick new 
Stanton Guilty. 
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Verdict Reached After Twenty-two 
Hours of Debate—Mrs. Hendrick 
Overcome in the Courtroom. 


FREEHOLD, N. J., Dec. 24.—The jury in | 
the trial of Miss Laura Biggar and Dr. 
Charles C. Hendrick and ex-Justice of the 
Peace Samuel Stanton brought in a verdict 
at 1:45 o'clock this afternoon, acquitting 
Miss Biggar and finding Dr. Hendrick and 
Stanton guilty of conspiracy as charged in 
the indictment. 

The jury had been out sin 
day afternoon, considering the 
defendants, who were tried 
of conspiracy to get posse: ( 
tire estate of Henry M. Bennett 
jury first came into court about } 
this morning, after almost twenty-two | 
hours’ deliberation. The foreman asked 
Judge Heisley if they could convict two 
of the defendants and acquit one. The 
court told them they could under the 
charge. The jury retired to debate. The 
men looked tired and worn after their 
sleepless night in the jury room. 

The jury is said to have stood nine to 
three for the acquittal of Miss Biggar from 
the tirst ballot up to the last. It was only 
after twenty-two hours of argument that 
the three other jurors voted to free the 
woman. All twelve are said to have been | 
a unit from the first to convict the two 
men. 

Judge Heisey was not in court when the 
jury filed in, and the clerk received the 
verdict. The three defendants and Mrs. 
Hendrick were there. The defendants took 
the verdict coolly, but Mrs. Hendrick 
sobbed bitterly. She fainted and had to 
be carried to her hotel, after being revived 
in an anteroom. 

Miss Biggar, after leaving the court 
room, said to interviewers ,that the future 
for her is absolutely black. She had no 
plans and would remain at the hotel in 
Freehold indefinitely. In fact, she had no 
other place to go. ; 

The day for sentencing the convicted men 
Was not fixed, owing to the absence of 
Judge Heisley. Counsel for the defendants 
said an appeal would be filed at once. — 

After Mrs. Hendrick had been revived 
and before she left the court room she 
took an affectionate leave of her husband. 
She was finally led weeping from the court 
room. Miss Biggar's thoughts seemed to 
be directed toward the condition of Mrs. 
Hendrick and the fate of Hendrick and 
Stanton, not toward her own acquittal. 
She showed great sympathy for Mrs. Hen- 
drick. 


NO BIGGAR CHRISTMAS TREE. 


Verdict at First Puzzled the Dealer 
Who Had the Order. 
FREEHOLD, N. J., Dec. 24.—The man 
who sold the Biggar-Hendrick Christmas 
tree was put in a pretty mess by the ver- 
dict. It was announced yesterday that in 
case of an acquittal the Hotel Belmont 
would be the scene of the lighting of the 
tree. It was “for the boys,’ as Miss Big- 
gar expressed it. She has one well-grown 
lad, while Dr. Hendricks has three, small 
ones. When the dealer who had the order 
for the tree and “fixings "’ received word 
that Laura Biggar had been acquitted he 


started to load the tree into a wagon for 
transportation to the hotel, but before the 
fixings were loaded he heard that Dr. Hen- 
drick and ex-Justice Stanton were con- 
victed. 

The dealer did not know what to do. He 
took counsel with friends and received 
varying advice. One adviser borrowed an 
old plan and suggested cutting the tree and 
order in two or thirds. Then the dealer 
went to the hotel to find out what to do. 
Miss Biggar vetoed the tree, and there 
was no jollity there to-night. 


COIL OF HAIR SAVED HER LIFE. 


Broke Force of Blows from Man Who 
Tried Murder That He Might

Murder that he might rob was evidently 
the intention qf a young man who early 
yesterday morning assaulted Margaret 
Hughes in the little grocery store she keeps 
at 376 Hopkins Avenue, Astoria.

Mrs. Hughes's story as told last night in 
the hospital was that some weeks ago a 
young man about twenty years old, stock- 
ily built, dressed in dark clothing, and who 
spoke in a low, quiet voice, entered her 
store in the eurly morning and made a 
small purchase. He came frequently after 
that, and almost always made a trifling | 
purchase, but always something different 
from anything he had purchased before. 

A morning or two ago he bought some- | 
thing which caused Mrs. Hughes to stoop ' 
down directly in front of him to get the 
article asked for from beneath the counter, 
Yesterday morning, a few minutes after 6 
o'clock, at which hour the store is opened, | 
the young man entered and duplicated this | 
order. Mrs. Hughes bent down to supply 
the article asked for, and received a blow |; 
on the back of the head. As she sank down 
under its effects two more blows were de- 
livered by the man, but, as stated, the coil 
of hair broke the force of all three blows, 
and Mrs. Hughes screamed. The cries 
alarmed the other tenants of the house, | 
and the man fled. The tenants, running 
in, found Mrs. Hughes stunned behind the 


counter.

Special Church Services. 


A holiday shopping season of astonish- 
ing activity indicated that to-day will be 
an unprecedentedly happy Christmas in 
New York. Everybody’s stocking should be 
full, and there will be no reason why any- 
body should not dine at least plentifully, 
for Christmas dinners by the ten thousand 
will be dispensed in various parts of the 
city. 

The spirit of the day will not be found 
only in the homes of the well-to-do. It 
will be manifest as well in the dwelling 
places of the needy. Newsboys who doze at 
night on Park Row pavements, warmed 
only by the escaping steam from basements 
beneath, will be provided for. 

Derelict tramps of the Bowery, the ne’er- 
do-wells of the streets—all will be guests at 
somebody's Christmas banquet, and all will 
be made welcome. The Salvation Army 
and Timothy D. Sullivan are preparing to 
distribute free dinners as that task has 
never been done before. 

In the churches there will be Christmas 
many of which will be accom- 
elaborate musial programmes. 
At St. Patrick’s Cathedral this morning 
there will be an especially fine service. 
Numerous Christmas tree celebrations for 
Sunday schools are planned for to-night 
and the other nights of Christmas week. 
Several of the churches will also see to 
it that Christmas dinners are supplied to 
poor people.

220 persons now in the Tombs, and each 
one of them will have his or her Christmas 
made as merry as possible. 

The City of New York is to provide 
Christmas dinners for 8,500 individuals who 
are cared for by the Department of Chari- 
ties. For the boys of the reformatory on 
Hart's Island there will be a big Christmas 
feast and a Christmas tree. Private char- 
ity has united with the municipality in 
arranging a big feast for these at the pub- 
lic lodging house at 398 First Avenue. 

For the inmates of the almshouse on 
Randall's Island the Flower Mission has 
sent Christmas boxes, while Nathan Straus 
and Mrs. Cadwalader Jones have supplied 
toys for the children. At all of the city 
hospitals, Bellevue, the New York, and St. 
Mark's especially, there will be ¢ hristmas 
trees for the children and a Christmas 
dinner for such. of the patients as may eat 
it. 

The most important event of the day 
for the poor undoubtedly will be the 
Christmas dinners to be served by the 
Salvation Army, the money for which has 
been contributed in the “ boiling pots 
which have been on various street cor- 
ners for the last two weeks. A total of 
$8,500 has been contributed, and 25,000 
persons will be supplied with food. 

Baskets of uncooked food ara to be 
given out at the Grand Central Palace 
at 10 o'clock this morning. These baskets 
contain sufficient food for five persons, 
and 4,500 of them are to be_ provided. 
At 6 o'clock in the evening 2,500 persons 
will sit down to dinner in the Grand Cen- 
tral Palace, and the dinner will be fol- 
lowed by a vaudeville performance. 

Of transcendent importance to the ad- 
herents of Tammany Hall below Four- 
teenth Street is to be the dinner of Repre- 
sentative Sullivan. In former years * Big 
Tim” has entertained about 5,000 of the 
faithful. But he was a State Senator then. 
Now he is a Congressman, and so the re- 
past is to be made indelibly memorable. As 
an indication, it is announced 2,000 invita- 
tions have been issued to the occupants of 
seventy-two lodging houses. 

The feast will be spread in the rooms of 
the Timothy D. Sullivan Association at 207 
Bowery. The army of hungry is to be fed 
in battalions of 500 each, and the feasting 
will continue as long as the food holds out. 
Among the items of food which have been 
gathered for-this banquet are 8,000 pounds 
of turkey, 200 barrels of potatoes, 2,500 
rolls, 50 barrels of cranberries, 150 gallons 
of milk, 1,500 pieces of cake, and 3,000 mince 
pies. As a souvenir of the occasion each 
diner is to receive a pair of woolen socks 
and a warm woolen cap. 

Representative Sullivan and Charles F. 
Murphy, leader of Tammany Hall, are to 
receive the guests. ‘* Little Tim” Sullivan 
is to act as head waiter, and various politi- 
cians and ex-office holders will sit at the 
table of greatest honor. There is to be a 
musical programme to keep things lively. 
Most important of all, no tickets will be re- 
quired. 

There will be several large dinners for the 
newsboys. William M. Fliess will entertain 
those at the Brace Memorial Lodging 
House, 9 Duane Street, at 7 o'clock this 
evening. 

Frank Tilford, in accordance with his 
usual custom, has invited 600 newsboys to 
dine with him at Lyric Hall, Forty-second 
Street and Sixth Avenue. He also wi:l give 
dinners and dolls to 700 girls at the West 
Side Lyceum. 

The Children’s Aid Society will provide 
Christmas dinners for boys in the homes at 
Seventh Avenue and Thirty-second Street, 
Eighth Street and Avenue B, and Thirty- 
fourth Street and Second Avenue, this even- 


ing.

POSTAL UNION’S GREETINGS. 


New York Office Exchanging Cards 
with the Postmasters of the World 
—Many Received Here. 


The Christmas and New Year's greetings 
from the Postmasters General and Direc- 
tors General of the Postal Departments of 
the various nations of the globe and the 
Postmasters of the principal cities, are now 
being received by Postmaster Van Cott. 
Each day a new batch arrives from Asia, 
Europe, Africa, or the islands of the sea, 
and the big box at the Federal Building 
that has been set aside for the reception 
of the various cards is rapidly being filled. 

One of the first cards to arrive was from 
the Director General of Posts of the 
United States of Mexico. The card bears 
4n engraved picture of the post and tele- 
graph office now in process of construc- 
tion in the City of Mexico. The building is 
of the Ionic style with seven columns, 
above each of which is inscribed the name 
of a country. The nations thus honored, 
beginning from the right, are the United 
States, Italy, France, Austria, Germany, 
Spain, and England. Underneath the pict- 
ure is the greeting in Spanish of the Direc- 
tor General of Posts. 

From Wellington, N. Z., came a beauti- 
ful card in colors, showing the electrical 
decorations on the Post Office Building on 
the night of the coronation of King Ed- 
werd, the clock in the tower showing that 
the photograph was taken at 9:05 o'clock 
in the evening. From the Postmaster Gen- 
eral and officers of the Post and Teie- 
graph Department of the Transvaal, came 
an engraved white card, bearing in gold 
the royal arms of England, while from 
Victoria, B. C., came an elaborate design 
in gold and silver. 

lhe Postmaster at Hamburg sent a plain 
white card bearing the imperial arms of 
Germany, while from the Island of Cyprus, 
in the Mediterranean, came a tiny design m 
reyal purple, surmounted by the royal 
arms of England, underneath which were 
the initials of King Edward. From Ober- 
hausen came a plain white card. The 
Postmaster at Jaffa sent a large card 
which had on it a bird’s eye view of that 
arctent city. 

On the card from Johannesburg appeared 
a picture of the Post Office there. There 
Was one from Leipsic, with views of the 
park and palm garden in that city. The 
card from Muenchen showed the interior 
of the postal establishment there, with a 
lot of smiling clerks at work assorting let- 
ters and bundles. Besides all these there 
were cards from Zanzibar, Gibraltar, Bom- 
bay, Pago-Pago, and scores of other far- 
away places. 

The card from the New York Post Office 
this year is a plain white square one bear- 
ing this inscription: 

The Postmaster and Staff of the Post Office 
New York, N. Y., U. 8S. A., Greet their Col- 
leagues of the Universal Postal Union with best 
wishes for a Happy New Year, 1903. 

The custom of sending these greetings 
has been in vogue abroad for many years, 
and in 1880 the New York Post Office de- 
cided to adopt the custom. As a general 


rule the cards sent out from here have had |;

year and put in use in the New York Post 
Office. 

The cards from the New York Post Office 
are sent to the Postmasters General or Di- 
rectors General of all countries,

IMMIGRANTS’ SAD CHRISTMAS. 


Melancholy Celebration on Ellis Island 
Among Those Detained for 
Deportation. 


Ellis Island had its first Christmas tree 
yesterday, and, following the custom of 
European countries, the celebration took 
place in the afternoon. Seven hundred 
immigrants now detained there, and com- 
prising all creeds and complexions, gath- 
ered together in one of the detention rooms, 
which had been decorated for the little 
festival. The silence with which the motley 
crowd trooped into the room was broken 
only by a few sobs, for, unlike other Yule- 
tide ceremonies that were observed all 
over the world, yesterday's celebration at 
Ellis Island was not altogether a joyous 


one. 
The immigrants who listened to the sing- 


ing and carried away the little gifts pro- 
vided by the generosity -of the immigra- 
tion officials and the missionaries are de- 
tained there, most of them, on account of 


physical ailments, or mental imperfections, 
or poverty, and the doors of this country 
must remain closed to them. 

There was no interpreter on the island 
so accomplished that he could exchange 
the compliments of the season with all who 
were gathered around the tree. Italians and 
Pcles predominated, but there were besides 
Germans, Swedes, Norwegians, Hungarians, 
Russians, Greeks, Finns, Danes, Dalma- 
tians, Jews, Croatians, and Arabs. Many 
of them were old women, and of the men 
many were physically infirm. Of all, the 
only happy ones were the little children, 
for they knew neither the sorrows that 
their parents had tried to escape from nor 
those they were returning to, but were con- 
scious only of the toys, the candy, the mu- 
sic, and the gay decorations. 

An organ had been brought into the room 
and the first hymn was “ O du Froehliche 
Weihnachtszeit,”’ after which prayer was 
offered up in English by the Rev. W. A. 
Dalton, the Episcopal Chaplain of the Port. 
“Stille Nacht, Heilige Nacht’’ was sung, 
and then the Rev. Mr. Kloss addressed his 
Polish countrymen. The Rev. Paul Som- 
merlatte led off ‘‘ America,’’ and nearly 
everybody was able to follow the air, but 
with a great variety of accents. The ad- 
dress which followed was in Italian, by the 
Rev. James Gambera, and when he dwelt 
upon the fact that most of them would be 
obliged to return sobs were heard from all 
parts of the room. An address in German 
by the Rev. Mr. Sommerlatte followed, 
after which came a recitation by his little 
daughter Ruth. The Rev. Anthony J. Gro- 
gan of the Irish Immigrant Girls’ Home 
spoke last.

About noon the Seventh Regiment band 
appeared on the floor and started up some 
lively tunes. Soon the brokers began to 
pile in, and all business was abandoned. 
A programme of track athletics had been 
prepared which included a potato race, but 
the brokers played ball with the potatoes 
until they were all used up, so that event 
had to be cut out. There was, however, 
a sack race and a “three-legged” race. 
The sack race was won by I. N. Spiegel- 
berg, and his prize was a pair of diamond 
studded sleeve buttons. Broker Cohen, 


who was second, got a silver tankard. J. 
A. Blair and E. H. Hough were full of 
glee at winning the silver cup for being 
first in the three-legged race, until they 
were informed that they would have to 
buy silk hats for the second best team. 

But the impromptu skylarking furnished 
the most amusement. The favorite was 
a burlesque on Dr. Lorenz's bloodless surg- 
ery. Three imitation clinics were held 
during the afternoon in which all the 
brokers within reach of the squirming vic- 
tim took a hand. The first to be operated 
on was ‘“‘ Ed” Wasserman. Ether was not 
used during the operation. When it was 
all over he was thrown into an immense 
basket filled with waste paper and was 
thus carried off from the ‘ operating 
room."’ The other victims were R. H. Bis- 
sell and “‘ Eddie’ La Montagne. 

The celebration wound up just about 
closing time with a grand march, during 
which those in the gallery bombarded the 
brokers with confetti.

GAYETY AT THE CAPITAL 


President Sets the Example for a 
Jolly Holiday Time. 


Mr. Roosevelt Disappoints Prominent 


Men Who Call by Going Riding— 
Plans for Celebration. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 24.—Christmas in 
official Washington really began to-day. 
President Roosevelt determined to make 
Christmas as much of a real holiday as pos- 
sible, and his Cabinet has aided him in 
carrying out his intention. He declared 
that he would transact as little business 
as possible during the holiday season, but 
would get out in the open air and enjoy 
himself all he could. He carried out this 
programme with a decision which some- 
what appalled several gentlemen who called 
at the White House to talk business with 
him. 

The Government employes were allowed a 
half holiday in all of the executive depart- 
ments. Little business was done in the 
big buildings, and as soon as they closed 
the throngs of employes were out on the 
streets making the most of their holiday 
and finishing up their Christmas shopping. 

The President saw a few callers this 
morning, and then he dropped all official 
business and went to the residence portion 
of the White House. With Mrs. Roosevelt 
and Gen. Leonard Wood he went out driv- 
ing, and subsequently the three took a long 
horseback ride. This programme, or some- 
thing like it, is to be kept up until Jan. 1, 
and the President will have no regular of- 
fice hours. 

Several statesmen and office seekers who 
either did not know of the President's in- 
tention or did not believe he would carry it 
out called at the White House, but had 
their trouble for their pains. 

Turkeys were distributed to-day to the 
White House employes by order of Presi- 
dent Roosevelt, the distributing agent be- 
ing Harry Pinckney, the steward. 

The President and Mrs. Roosevelt will 
have all their children with them at the 
White House for Christmas Day. 

The children’s stockings were hung up 
to-night in the library. where Mrs. Roose- 


velt will to-morrow preside over the dis- 
tribution. There will be no Christmas 
tree; the Roosevelts never had one. The 
older children will get their presents di- 
rectly from their mother’s hands. 

The many presents already received will 
be opened in the library, when the children 
will also exchange gifts with their parents. 
Among the presents for Mrs. Roosevelt 
will be a purse presented by the ladies 
of the Cabinet, which was purchased by 
Mrs. Hay during a recent visit to New 
York. The purse, which is almost the ex- 
act counterpart of one Mrs. Roosevelt re- 
cently admired, is of the usual gold mesh, 
but with the clasp studded with diamonds 
and sapphires. It is marked with two in- 
scriptions—on the outside, ‘‘ Mrs. Theodore 
Roosevelt,’’ and inside, ‘‘ From the Ladies 
of the Cabinet, Dec. 25, 1902.”’ 

The President and family will lunch with 
Commander and Mrs. Cowles and entertain 
at a family dinner in the State. dining 
room to-morrow evening. The guests in- 
vited to dinner are Commander and Mrs. 
Cowles, Senator and Mrs. Lodge, Mr. John 
Lodge, Mr. John Elliott of New York, Mrs. 
Cc. H. Davis, Miss Davis and the Messrs. 
Davis and Mr. Robert Ferguson who ar- 
rived to-day to remain over Christmas. 

Most of the Cabinet officers will celebrate 
Christmas with family reunions. Secre- 
tary Hay’s second daughter, Mrs. James 
Wadsworth, Jr., who was married last 
Fall, is here with her husband, and Clar- 
ence Hay, the youngest son, has come home 
from college to spend the holidays. 

Miss Enid Shaw has come home from Cor- 
nell to spend the holidays with her father 
ard mother, and the Secretary’s older 
children are also here. Postmaster General 
and Mrs. Payne will have a family party 
to dinner with their guests, Mrs. Cameron 
of New York, Mr. Payne's sister, and Miss 
Jones, Mrs. Panye’s niece. At the home 
of Secretary of Agriculture Wilson his 
daughter, Miss Flora, who presides over his 
household, will be hostess for her three 
brothers and their friends. 

A big Christmas tree has been placed in 
the basement room under the library of 
Attorney General Knox's house, and his 
young son fs looking forward to a fine 
time. The Roosevelt boys are expected to 
come over to the Knox house and spend 
part of the day with the youngster. Sec- 
retary and Mrs. Root and Secretary Moody 
will spend their Christmas in New York. 

Christmas will be observed according to 
the varying national customs tn the for- 
eign legations. At the Russian embassy 
the celebration is preliminary to that of the 
Russian Christmas, which is the Christmas 
of the Greek Church, and does not arrive 
until twelve days after to-morrow. Count 
Cassini, however, always observes both 
days, and there will be a gathering of the 
staff at the embassy to-morrow. The Am- 
bassador usually celebrates the Russian 
Christmas by distributing gifts to the Rus- 
sians living in Washington. 

The Austro-Hungarian embassy was the 
scene of a pretty party this afternoon at 
the lighting of the Christmas tree of the 
little daughter of the family. The tree, a 
large pine, was placed in the Ambassador's 
study and trimmed in the usual manner 
with gorgeous ropes and tinsel and glass. 

Owing to the Baroness Hengelmuller’s re- 
cent illness the friends invited to partici- 
pate were few in number and limited en- 
tirely to children. Assisting the hostess in 
distributing the gifts which were provided 
for each child was the Baroness Von Palm, 
niece of the Ambassador, who arrived last 
week to spend the Winter in Washington. 
The Austrian Consul General at New York, 
M. Von Demuft, is a guest, at the em- 
bassy. : 

The German Ambassador being absent in 
New York, the usual Christmas Eve cele- 
bration at his embassy was omitted. To- 
morrow will be celebrated by an official 
dinner at the British and Russian Embas- 
sies and by a supper at the Mexican Em- 
bassy. 

The Minister from Argentina and Mme. 
Garcia Merrou will have a large Christmas 
party to-morrow afternoon, when their chil- 
dren will be joined by their friends of the 
Latin-American nations. 

The Peruvian Minister and Mme, Calder- 
on, whose family circle includes no less 
than eleven children, will have with them 
for the holidays eleven boys and young 
Peruvian students in the various 
schools and colleges of the United States. | 
Mr. Calderon has as his legation and resi- 
dence the large mansion 1,701 Massachu- 
setts Avenue, formerly occupied by Bishop ! 
Hurst, where this house party will be en- 
tertained in true Spanish style. 

At the Italian Embassy the celebration 
began to-night, when the members of the 
staff and other guests were entertained. 
The occasion is designated ‘‘ Festa del cep- 

0,’ and the ceremony is similar to the 

urning of the yule log in the open fire- 
place. To-morrow a dinner will be given at 
the embassy. 

A children's party will be held at the 
Mexican Embassy, where the children of 
First Secretary Godery are to enjoy an 
American Christmas. 

The day at the British Embassy is to be 
especially English, plum pudding and all. 
Ambassador Herbert's eldest son, Sidney, 
twelve years old, who has been at school in 
England, has joined his parents. 

The Minister from the Netherlands is in 
Newark, N. J., where he is to spend the 
holidays with his uncle, Col. Wright. The 
French Embassy has as yet no head, but 
the Chargé d'Affaires and his wife will en- 
tertain the members of the’ staff at their 
home.

PRESIDENT’S CHRISTMAS LETTER 


Unable to Act as Santa Claus, Mr. 
Roosevelt Writes to the Cove 
School Pupils. 


OYSTER BAY, L. I., Dec. 24.—For the 
second time in fifteen years Theodore 
Roosevelt to-day did not act as Santa 
Claus in person at the Cove School, where 
the children of the President attended until 
they were taken to Washington. Neither 
last year nor this year could the President 
spare the time to come here. Instead, how- 
ever, he sent a cheek which enabled the 
Principal, Miss Sarah Provost, to deal more 
liberally with her qherpes than they had 
ever been before. The sleds and games and 
dolls were more costly than ever before, 
and the candies were in greater quantities. 
There were two trees instead of one, and 
Miss Provost read a letter from President 
Roosevelt telling the boys and girls how 
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sorry he was that he could not be with 


them. 
Addresses were made by the Rev. J. 


Winthrop Hegeman of New York, the Rev. 
Alexander G. Russell, Alfred L. Cheney, 
President of the Oyster Bay Board of Edu- 
cation, and Prof. Cooley, Principal of the 
Oyster Bay High School. The Rev. Mr. 
Hegeman made a suggestion that was 
adopted by the pupils with a shout, It 
was to send a telegram to the President 
telling him of the appreciation of the chil- 
dren and wishing him a continuance in his 
present position. 


COAL HIS CHRISTMAS GIFT. 


Senate Official Gets Valuable Com- 
modity Wrapped in Gilt Foil.

WASHINGTON, Dec, 24.—Col. Daniel M. 
Ransdell, Sergeant at Arms of the Senate, 
received an unexpected Christmas gift to- 

day. 

Officers of the Capitol have been at their 
wits’ ends to get coal enough to heat the 
building during the session, and all sorts 
of expedients have been invented to pro- 
long the limited supply on hand. The house 
has been heated with wood fires, and at- 
tempts were made to get oil for fuel. 

An account of these troubles reached the 
eye of somebody in Indianapolis. Col.

Col. Ransdell, with infinite care, disen- 
tangled the package from its various wrap- 
pings, and held up to the view of his as- 
tohished subordinates fourteen ounces of 
anthracite coal.

CHRISTMAS DAY IN CUBA 


Few of the Customs That Make 
Americans Merry. 


No Hanging Up of Stockings, No Santa 
Claus, and No Cranberries with the 
Turkey—Hot Sunshine Galore.

HAVANA, Dec. 18.—Yuletide in Cuba is 
very little different from any other time. 
The sun shines just as fiercely as on other 
days of Winter; the people move just as 
leisurely as ever; the shops have no more 
of a gala appearance than usual; there is 
no holiday crowd filling the streets; here 
and there Americans may be seen making 
belated purchases, but they are not in suf- 
ficient evidence to give the thoroughfares 
unusual life; there are no bunches or 
wreaths of holly or mistletoe or other 
greenery hanging in the windows of houses 
or shops, or displayed in the markets; the 
papers contain no alluring advertisements 
of articles particularly suitable as gifts. 

On Christmas Eve, however, and for a 
few days previous there is enough activity 
about the market places to make up for 
the lack of it at other times or in other 
parts of the city. Such a squealing of pigs 
an‘ screeching of turkeys as is heard in 
their vicinity! It is deafening. Outside the 
four streets are well nigh impassable for 
beast or man; pigs and turkeys fill them 
for more than half their width. It looks 
as though all the country round must have 
sent its entire turkey and pig population. 
Most of them are tied, two or three to- 
gether; a few pigs escape from rope or 
master and run hither and thither. Within 
it is almost impossible to hear any one 
speak or to pass along the narrow aisles 
so blocked are they with the same forms 
of life. 

Every one does not wait until this elev- 
enth hour to provide himself with his 
Christmas feast. The thrifty housewives, 
or, better, the thoughtful! cooks—since they 
attend to the buying—often secure the tur- 
keys some weeks in advance and keep them 
in coops on the roof or in the courtyard. 
The turkeys are then fed on the fat of the 
land that they may be fit for the feast; 
corn and nuts are their diet. By buying in 
advance the double price is avoided; just 
now pigs and turkeys cost twice what they 
did three weeks ago. But fed as they may 
be, they do not seem to become as fat as 
American turkeys, many of which are 
brought in cold storage. 

The Christmas dinner is a supper, and 
takes place on Christmas Eve. Every one 
goes to mass first, and sits down to table 
on his return, 

The piéce de résistance is a pig; there is 
usually a turkey also, but it is of second- 
ary importance, and not have its 
American accompaniment of cranberries. 
These are imported solely for Americans, 
and in small quantities. The feasting ex- 
tends far into the wee, sma’ hours. On 
Christmas Day we eat our dinner with 
doors and windows wide open, it is 
fortunate indeed if the stray breezes do 
not cause the candles to set fire to their 
shades. 

Christmas Day brings no interchange of 
gifts among friends; children receive a few 
toys, and servants are given money. There 
is no tree, there is no hanging up of stock- 


ings. In any event, Santa Claus could not 
comes down the chimney, for that feature of 
a Cuban house is unknown. The hood which 
collects the soot of the charcoal braziers 
in the kitchen would answer the purpose 
but poorly. Nor would the coming of the 
gift-bearing saint in his sleigh appeal to 
the youthful Cuban imagination. With a 
minimum temperature of 55 degrees, and 
this only once in a number of years, a 
sleigh is not a familiar sight. : 

Kings’ Day, Jan. 6, means far more to 
the children in the way of gifts: it is the 
commemoration of the day on which the 
Wise Men from the East brought their 
offering to the infant Saviour. The chil- 
dren hang up their stockings and place 
their shoes when they go to bed the night 
before. ii 

The children's legend concerning the oc- 
casion is that the three Kings live in a 
house with many balconies, very far away 
in the skies; they come down a flight of 
steps—a very, very long flight—to bring 
gifts to good children. All the relatives 
and friends second the efforts of the Kings, 
and, aS a result, the children are as laden 
with presents as the little ones of our own 
land. The Wise Men bore their gifts to 
the Child; carrying out the same idea, the 
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does 


and

little ones are the only ones that receive 


them. 

Most foreigners retain the customs of 
their own country. The Germans have their 
little trees, whether or not there are chil- 
dren: Americans have trees if there are 
children. Cubans who have borrowed for- 
eign customs do likewise. Fir trees are the 
most general, but small palms are also 
pressed into service at times and lend them- 
selves very well to the glitter of tinsel and 
candles. But for the vast majority of na- 
tives there is nothing to mark the day ex- 
cepting the midnight feast, in which the 
children may not share.

COKE CONCERNS RAISE WAGES. 


Advance of Eight Per Cent. Affects 
25,000 Men in Connellsville 
Regions. 


PITTSBURG, Penn., Dec. 24.—Notices will 
be posted throughout the Connellsville coke 
regions to-day granting the 20,000 employes 
of the Frick Coke Company a voluntary 
advance in wages, averaging 8 per cent. 

The increase will take effect Jan. 1, and 
includes the miners, coke drawers, drivers, 
cagers, and laborers. It means that the 
company will next year dispense in wages 
to its men $1,600,000 more than it has this 
year, and that it will continue to pay the 
highest wages of any concern in the United 
States employing this kind of labor. 


The Frick Coke Company is a subsidiary 
company of the United States Steel Cor- 
poration. 

The Bessemer Coke Company, which is 
the second largest independent coke-pro- 
ducing interest in the Connellsville cok- 
ing field, to-day notified its employes that 
an advance of 8 per cent. in wages at all 
the plants of the company would become 
effective Jan. 1. The notice of the ad- 
vance was announced simultaneously at the 
five plants of the company and applies to 
the wages of 5,000 men. 


POLITICS IN COLORADO. 


DENVER, Col., Dec. 24.—The State Can- 
vassing Board to-day awarded the certift- 
cate of election as representative in the 
disputed San Juan district to C. A. Cooper, 
Republican. The House will contain thirty- 
four Republicans and thirty-one Democrats,

The Fennsylvania and Baltimore and Ohio 
companies, under the terms of the bill, are 
to erect a union station at a cost of $4,000,- 
000 in a style which must comport with the | 
public buildings of the capital.

LOCHINVAR UP-TO-DATE. 


A Parisian Physician Abducts His Bride 
in an Automobile—Marriage In- 
stead of Suicide. 


PARIS, Dec. 9.—There is no abatement 
of public interest in the abduction case 
planned and carried out by the latter-day 
Lochinvar, M. Maurice Marcile, who spir- 
ited away in his autocar Mlle. Cordelia le 
Play. Attention is all the more aroused 
owing to the young lady’s family connec- 
tions and to the position of her father, the 
doctor and ex-Senator. Mlle. le Play is the 
niece of Mme, Flourens, wife of an ex-Min- 
ister for Foreign Affairs, and of Mme. Paul 
Leroy-Beaulieu, who were, with her moth- 
er, the daughters of Michel Chevalier, the 
celebrated political economist. It is now no 
secret that her father, Dr. le Play, went 
back on his promise to Mme. Marcile, the 
abductor’s mother, because he aimed at a 
more brilliant match for his daughter. Dr. 
le Play did not want the young surgeon, 
who was still studying, for his son-in-law. 
The ex-Senator had already married one of 
his daughters into a great financial fam- 
ily—that of the Pereires—and for his other 
child, who has been taken away from him, 
he had hoped-to find also a wealthy hus- 
band. The ex-Senator is himself the own- 
er of a considerable fortune. Young Maur- 
ice Marcile has some expectations of in- 
heriting property, but his means and his 
prospects were considered vague by the 
father of the young lady who has been ab- 
ducted. 

In the meantime the doctor was deter- 
mined to have the abductor punished, and 
he has been spurring the police and the 
judicial officials to energy in the matter. 
An examining magistrate has had before 
him the. persons who witnessed the abduc- 
tion scene in the Avenue de Villars last 
Friday afternoon. The concierge told him 
that she looked for policemen in vain, and 
the English governess was able to produce 
the abductor’s soft hat, which she pulled 
off his head as he was carrying off the 
young lady. All the witnesses seem to 
have agreed that Mile. le Play struggled 
energetically while she was being put into 
the autocar. Should this be proved M. 
Maurice Marcile is liable to severe punish- 
ment; but his friends declare that there 
will be no necessity for this, and they are 
sanguine that all will come right in the 
end and that the sensational case will ter- 
minate in the good old-fashioned style of 
romance by a marriage. The young surgeon 
is represented by counsel before the ex- 


| amining magistrate, and the advocate is 


making a strong point of the fact that no- 
body heard Mile. le Play’ crying out for 
help as she was being hurried along in the 
autocar. She had to traverse with her 
lover a considerable part of Paris, yet no- 
body heard or saw her making appeals for 
assistance. The autocar, driven by its 
stoker, returned to Mme. Bob Walter's 
motor establishment in the Avenue de la 
Grande Armée on Friday night. It follows, 
therefore, that M. Marcile and Mlle. le 
Play entered a train at some station. 
the young lady were being taken away 
against her will she could have appealed 
to the station master or to the gendarmes, 
who in suburban and country districts are 
on duty in such places. Yet nothing of the 
sort seems to have been done. This is the 


gist of Maitre Coulon’s arguments, which | 


weaken the evidence of the witnesses who 
speak of a resistance, which may have only 
been assumed by the young lady in order 
to keep up appearances.

Mme. Bob Walter made the acquaintance 
of M. Marcile at the Salpétriére Hospital, 
where she went to give an entertainment 
in her music hall days. She states that the 
whole affair was prearranged between the 
lover and his lady. They were both deeply 
enamored of each other, and Mile. Cordelia 
le Play was nearly heartbroken over her 
father’s refusal to allow her to wed the 
man of her choice, Marcile, on’ his side, 
was plunged into a state of the deepest 
dejection, and Mme. Bob Walter affirms 
that the lovers had resolved to commit sul- 
cide and to die together had not better 
counsels which were given to them pre- 
vailed. As to the direction taken by the 
fugitives, Mme. Bob Walter, who is evi- 
dently on the inner track of the whole af- 
fair, confirms what was stated yesterday 
to the effect that the pair went to London, 
and not to Brussels. The motor car con- 
taining the lovers went like lightning out 
of Paris for a distance of 124 miles to a 
large city. ere the lovers rested, and 
next day started for London. They only 
remained for a brief period in the Britis 
capital, and then started for a city in the 
south of Europe, which may be Rome or 
Naples, Seville or Malaga. They are ac- 
companied in their flight by a young man, 
who is not the son of a Minister, as some- 
body stated, but the son of a tradesman. 
Mme. Bob Walter, known now in business 
as Mme. Dupré, and in the annals of auto- 
mobilism as a “ vitesse ’’ woman, as she has 
made a-record, has also other interesting 
things to relate about the abduction, which 
she affirms was carefully rehearsed. 

She states that on Nov. 25 last M. Mar- 
cile, accompanied by two friends, called 
at her establishment and asked if he could 
hire the motor car with which she made 
her Deauville record. She replied in the 
affirmative, remarking that he wanted to 
ge very fast. Marcile replied that he meant 
to, fly like the wind for 200 kilométres (or 
124% miles) out of Paris. The car was hired, 
and then several rehearsals took place. 
A cyclist was engaged to watch the exits 
and entrances from and to the house of 
Dr. le Play. This watcher ran to and fro 
informing M. Marcile, who had engaged a 
room near Mme. Bob Walter's place, of 
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the young lady’s movements. By degrees 
the ex-music hall celebrity got to know 
everything, and her men kept the “motor 
car ready night and day awaiting the su- 
preme event. On Wednesday last the 
stokers were rung up by M. Marcile, who 
told them to send round the car, as he 
wanted to go to the Opéra. The Le Plays 
were at that place of entertainment at the 
time. Nothing was done outside the Opéra, 
however, as there were mounted municipal 
guards and many policemen about. Next 
day there was another failure at the Arc 
de Triomphe, but on Friday everything 
passed off successfully.

one of his friends who seized the young 
lady and deposited the precious burden in 
the car, where she was speedilv joined by

On the contrary, 
both his son and himself were told last 
week by Marcile that he was leaving Paris 
in order to visit his mother, who was ill in 
the country. M. Flourens is inclined to be 
very indulgent toward the young couple. 
Marcile, he says, has a splendid future be- 
fore him as a professional man, and Mlle. 
le Play is a most charming and accom- 
plished young lady. The ex-Minister thinks 
that no obstacle ought to have been placed 
to their union. Another person, who is a 
friend of Marcile. says that the latter had 
offered to take the young lady without a 
dowry. This friend also confirms what 
Mme. Bob Walter states as to the existence 
of a complete understanding between Mlle. 
Cordelia le Play and her lover. 

“All's well that ends well.”” The little 
romance now seems to be drawine toward 
its last chapter. This evening Mme. Bob 
Walter. who practically engineered at least 
part of the abduction, states that the two 
true lovers are in Turin. She has received 
a jetter from them, in which they thank 
her for her valuable co-operation. The ex- 
music hall celebrity likewise states that 
the hiding place of the turtle doves is 
known to the Le Play family, and that the 
hitherto stern parent will give his consent 
to the marriage as soon as the newspapers 
drop all references to the abduction, or.

On the 
side of a hill overlooking the sea Hawker 
built a hut out of the wreckage of ships. 
In this hut he studied, dreamed, and wrote 
his ballads. His church was so untidy that 
a curate one day gathered all the rubbish 
together, put it in a pile near the church, 
and, ringing the bell, called out the Rey. 
Mr. Hawker, and said: “I have cleaned 
out all the rubbish I could find.” ‘ Not 
all,” replied Mr. Hawker, “ place yourself 
on top, and complete the pile.” 

_Several famous literary men came to visit 
this queer clergyman. Among them were 
Lord Tennyson and Charles Kingsley. 
Some of the scenes described in ‘ West- 
ward Ho’’ were inspired in the locality 
in which Hawker lived. He was a great 
friend of the poor, always looking after 
their welfare, and one of his most beauti- 
ful poems is descriptive of the feelings, 
conditions, passions, &c., of the poor. Con- 
trary to the custom Hawker did not use 
liquor of any kind. His ceremonials in 
church Were unique. When he baptized a 
child he would take the little one in his 
arnts, and march up and down the aisle 
thundering forth the words of the ritual. 
When he married a couple he would throw 
the ring used in the service high in the 
air. Why this was Gone no one knew 
except himself, although, as his biographer 
remarked, it might signify “that mar- 
riage was more or less of 2 toss-up.” 

His congregation adored ‘him, and one 
ot them said, “If all men were like our 
rector the world would know no wrong.”

Boston, and rural Pennsylvania and New 
Jersey furnished the best teams of the 
year, teams such as would have made the 
Westerners think. had they gone to Chi- 
cago 1o represent the East instead of a 
Brooklyn school that is second-class in 
comparison. The honor of having the 
strongest team in the Eastern schools can 
hardly be determined, for the champions 
of the respective districts did not meet.

The Pennsylvania and New Jersey divi- 
sion is headed by Lawrenceville Academy. 
That team went through the season with- 
out a defeat and gained a victory over the 
Hill School. The Lawrenceville team was 
perhaps the strongest school eleven that 
has played the game for many years. 
The players had both speed and weight, 
and were well coached. If a champion for 
the whole East were to be chosen, it would 
have to be given to Lawrenceville. Their 
extra strength would give them _the pref- 
erence over Andover. The Haverford 
Grammar School. the William Penn Char- 
ter School and Mercersburg Academy were 
three other Pennsylvania institutions with 
strong elevens. The Haverford Grammar 
played a tie game with the Hill School,

So far the New York schools havenot 
been mentioned. The Horace Mann School 
won the championship of the most import- 
ant league in New York, but against An- 
dover or Lawrenceville they. would be 
practically outclassed.

LIGHT WEIGHT BARS RECORDS. 
Missile Used by Flanagan, Mitchel, and 


Sheridan Condemned. 


During the last two outdoor athletic sea- 
sons at least three records were made with 
the fifty-six-pound weight which was in 
use at the games of the Greater New York 
Irish Athletic Association, Celtic Park, 
Long Island, and the Star Athletic Club 
grounds on Vernon Avenue, Long Island 
City. This missile has just been found to 
be one and a half ounces light, and with its 
triangle handle measured at any angle in 
excess of the stipulated sixteen inches, 
these records, two of which have been ac- 
cepted, will be thrown out. 

The missile, which was 


clubs, was brought to the office of Sec- 
retary James E. Sullivan of the A. A. U. 
yesterday by Secretary M. J. Flynn of the 
Star Athletic Club, and, after being care- 
fully weighed and measured, the weight 
Was condemned. On the strength of this 
discovery an investigation is to be made 
by the A. A. U. Record Committee, who 
will endeavor to ascertain whether it was 
constructed for the purpose of deceiving 
the officials. 

On Oct. 20, 1901, John Flanagan of the 
Greater New York Irish Athletic Ciub 
broke all previous world's records with this 
particular “ fifty-six,” throwing it a dis- 
tance of 36 feet 9% inches from a seven- 
foot circle. On Oct. 26 last, at Celtic Park, 
Richard J. Sheridan of the Pastime A. C. 
established an American record of 38 feet 
4% inches with the same missile with un- 
limited run and follow. 

At the Star Athletic Club’s games, which 
were held in Long Island City Nov. 1 last, 
the weight was borrowed from the Celtic 
Park ofticials, and James S. Mitchel of the 
Harlem Rowing Club established a world’s 
record of 30 feet 2 inches with it, the 
conditions being from a stand without 
follow. Now that the “ fifty-six ’’’ has been 
weighed, measured, and condemned these 
records cannot stand, and the fact that 
it took over thirteen months to discover 
the discrepancies shows that the accept- 
ance of records without official measure- 
ments has been allowed in defiance of the 
stringent rules which are supposed to be 
lived up to for the purpose of guarding 
against accident or fraud in all amateur 
athletic contests. 


THE WEATHER. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 24.—Since Tuesday night 
the northern storm has moved slowly to Eastern 
Superior with increased intensity, and the snow 
area, resulting extends from Minnesota eastward 
to the lower lake region and southeastward into 
West Virginia. There wer: also snows in West- 


ern Montana and rains in the north plateau and 
the North Pacific States. 

The high area following the storm has 
creased in proportions and to-night covers the 
entire Wastern country, and the cold wave has 
extended into the central valleys, the upper lake 
region, and the north portion of the middle 
slope, the t2mperature ranging from 10 to 28 de- 
g&rees below the seasonal average, with the zero 
line close to the South Dakota-lowa boundary. 

The storm will continue its eastward mov:2- 
ment Thursday, causing snow in New England, 
the lower lake, and the greater portion of the 
upper lake region, and snow or rain in the Mid- 
dle Atlantic Stat2s, followed by generally fair 
weather Friday. There will also be snow Thurs- 
day in the Central Rocky Mountain region and 
Montana, continuing Friday in the latter State 
and extending into Western Minnesota and 
Northern Nebraska. 

The cold wave will extend Thursday through 
the Upper Ohio Valley, western lower lake re- 
gion, and Thursday night into interior New 
York and the greater portion of P2nnsylvania. 
It will be colder Friday in the Atlantic States 
and continue cold during Saturday. It will 
continue cold Thursday in the central valleys 
and the Northwest, followed by rising tempera- 
ture Friday over the latter district. 

On the New England coast the winds will be 
brisk, possibly high east to southeast; on the 
Middle Atlantic Coast brisk east to south, shift- 
ing to west and northwest, becoming high; on 
the South Atlantic and Gulf Coasts fresh north, 
and on Lake Michigan high northwest, diminish- 
ing Thursday night. 

Steamships departing Thursday for European 
ports wil! have increasing east winds with cloudy 
weather, probably snow or rain, to the Grand 
Banks, Cold wave warnings are displayed in 
Ohio, West Virginia, Pennsylvania, except in 
extreme southeast portion, Western New York, 
and the west portion of Eastern New York. 
Storm warnings are displayed on the Atlantic 
Coast from Delaware Breakwater to Eastport, 
and on the North Pacific Coast.

Fire Underwriters has ordered an advance 
of 25 per cent. in fire insurance rates on all 
merchandise in brick buildings occupied as 
stores and dwellings, except risks ad- 
vanced last March. 

In the United States Circuit Court yes- 
terdy Judge Coxe filed his decision in favor 
of the Mutual Reserve Life Insurance Com- 
pany in the suit brought by thirteen policy 
holders of the company in Tennessee 
against the institution last July to declare, 
among other things, its recent reincorpora- 
tion as an old line company void.

The Missouri Insurance Department was 
asked recently to waive the 5 per cent. tax 
on excess insurance placed in non-admitted 
companies in the case of the Louisiana 
Purchase Exposition.

But, all the same, that Ameri- 
canophobe journal speaks very plausibly 
when it says that what it calls “‘the Mon- 
roe rule” will not be brought into opera- 
tion in behalf of Venezuela against a 
combination of Great Britain and Ger- 
many, and adds its reasons: 

The statement that the United States will 
only interfere to prevent loss of territory 
to a European Power is an idle boast, and 
must remain so long as the United 
States does not possess a navy equal to the 
combined navies of the Great Powers of 
Europe.

Of course, nobody proposes that we 
shall maintain such a navy as that. A 
naval combination of Great Britain and 
Germany in South American waters, we 
have to own, would very greatly increase 
cur difficulty in enforcing the Monroe 
Doctrine. If Germany were alone, the 
question would be much simpler, for 
Germany, navally speaking and by her- 
may fairly be considered ‘‘ one of 
The frank remark of a Ber- 
lin journal we find very illuminating 
that Germany would not have embarked 
upon this Venezuelan enterprise without 
the assured co-operation of Great Brit- 
ain, since otherwise the object would not 
have been worth the trouble and the 
The greater is our surprise and 
sorrow that Great Britain should have 
been induced to lend her co-operation, 
that, in such a case, the greatest naval 
power in the world should have consent- 
ed to convert the German naval force 
into a clear preponderance. That Great 
Pritain should have added such a pre- 
ponderance to Germany, embarking upon 
unknown adventures on South American 
ccasts, of which no man could say at 
what stage or moment they might be- 
come, in our judgment, “ dangerous to 
our peace and safety,” this is something 
which we cannot understand, and which, 
do understand it, we 
We understand Great 
Britain country governed by 
public opinion. We thought we had 
good ground for supposing what the pub- 
lic opinion of Great Britain at present 
was touching the United States on one 
and touching Germany on the 
other. We find it impossible to account 
for the situation. Nothing would render 
it satisfactory to us short of a frank 
anc explicit recognition and acceptance 
by Germany, in advance, of the Monroe 
Doctrine. In the absence of such an ac- 
ceptance, we are forced to the conclusion 
thai the British Government does not, in 
this matter, represent British opinion. 
And British testimonies to that conclu- 
sion are daily multiplied. 

If that conclusion is justified it will 
not be long before the error of the 
British Government is corrected. The 
British Government is as amenable as 
any in the world to public opinion, in 
several respects more quickly and readily 
amenable than our own. But in the 
meantime, and even beyond the mean- 
time, the lesson for us is emphasized—to 
strengthen the navy. The old British 
Jingo couplet is not wholly applicable

OUR TRANSPORTATION PROBLEMS. 
The letters of Mayor Low to the man- 
agement of the Metropolitan and Man- 
hattan systems relative to the provision 
of better and more ample passenger ac- 
commodations will make for good. In 
many respects these are very different 
letters from those which a person famil- 
iar with the traffic problems of a city 
railroad would have written, and they 
ask some questions which appear to an- 
swer themselves. However, they very 
correctly reflect the lay opinion on the 
points discussed, and give Messrs. VREE- 
LAND and SKITT opportunity to answer 
frankly and fully concerning many 
things in which their policy is no doubt 
misunderstood and misjudged. The 
Mayor's statement of facts, being of 
general experience, is indisputable, and 
leads naturally to the three inquiries put 
to Mr. VREELAND, which are in effect: 

1. Why should not as many cars be 
run after and before rush hours as dur- 
ing comparatively short periods of morn- 
ing and evening? 

2. Why is it not practicable to provide 
two conductors for each car, one to run 
the car from the back platform, and the 
other to collect fares, give transfers, &c.? 

5. Why should street cars not be vesti- 
buled to protect the motormen? 

These questions give Mr. VREELAND 
an opportunity to make an illuminating 
public statement, of which it is probable 
he will avail himself. He will, of course, 
be too discreet to confine his reply to 
the assertion that the reason these 
changes in policy are not made is be- 
cause it pays the company better to fol- 
low present methods. The Metropolitan 
Company has been conspicuously enter- 
prising in giving heed to the public con- 
venience and making its service accept- 
able. For the matters in which it has 
offended there are probably better rea- 
sons than the average passenger knows. 
Mr. VREELAND is wise enough to value 
public approval for the management of 
any company of which he is the execu- 
tive head, and he should welcome the 
opportunity which the Mayor has given 
him to address the public through that 
official and to correct any impression 
which may have gained currency that he 
has not done, or at least is not willing 
to de, all in his power to make travel by 
the surface lines of the Metropolitan 
system safe, expeditious, and comfort- 
able. His reply to the Mayor will be 
properly open to comment and criticism, 
and if it turns out to be inconclusive or 
unsatisfactory he will have what satis- 
faction may result from knowing that 
he has done all in his power to further 
the propaganda of municipal ownership 

f this class of public utilities. 

In his letter to Mr. SxiTt, General 
Manager of the Manhattan Elevated 
Railroad, the Mayor recites some of the 
most obvious grounds for public criti- 
cism: of the management of that corpo- 
ration, and puts questions which may 
be paraphrased as follows: 

1. Would not the public convenience 
be better served than now by running at 
all hours of the day and for as much of 
the night as may be necessary, the same 
number of trains as in the rush hours? 

2. Could not better arrangements be 
made for handling passengers at sta- 
tions and of filling and emptying trains 
by providing side doors for the cars, or 
by having passengers enter a car at one 
end and leave at the other end? 

The management of the Manhattan 
system has been impatient of public 
criticism of late, and the more they have 
invited it the less amiable has been their 
attitude respecting it. They can scarcely 
deem the Mayor’s letter impertinent or 
offensive. He voices public opinion with 
courtesy and consideration, and a full 
and explicit answer is what is expected. 
Whether it is satisfactory or not will 
depend quite as much upon how it is 
phrased as upon what is said. The 
Manhattan management can embarrass 
itself very much and for a long time to 
come by an insufficient or an indiscreet 
answer. The impression that it is not 
equal to its responsibilities, now some- 
what nebulous, may easily be estab- 
lished by indiscretion in answering the 
Mayor's questions. 

In the statement issued by the Mer- 
chants’ Association we notice with re- 
gret that the city railroads are threat- 
ened with a “no seat no fare” ordi- 
nance, and that stress is laid upon the 
removal of advertising, news and book 
stalls, weighing machines, and automatic 
vending devices from the station plat- 
forms. Concerning the latter we have to 
say that the game is not worth the can- 
dle. Concerning the “no seat no fare” 
threat, the only comment possible is that 
it shculd not be taken too seriously, and 
that in proclaiming it the Merchants’ 
Association has weakened its influence. 
It is old straw which was years ago 
thrashed out by cranks and agitators. 
Should such a law be enacted, the com- 
panies would retaliate by refusing ad- 
mission to their vehicles of persons for 
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whom no seat was available, and the 
first to rebel against such an absurd 
condition of affairs would be the people 
who could not use full cars. The evil of 
car crowding cannot be corrected by a 
method which deprives one or two hun- 
dred thousand people daily of the right 
to ride when they want to. The limit of 
reform is found in requiring the street 
railroad companies to do the best that 
can be done in normal conditions, and a 
proposition so foolish as that which 
heads the proclamation of the Mer- 
chants’ Association only looks to making 
a bad matter very much worse than it is 
now. 


TOPICS OF THE TIMES. 


~——Only a few years ago—anywhere from 
twenty to ten—the name of the Cobden 
Club brought to the mind of every good 
American protectionist a horrid vision of 
British free traders banded together in a 
wicked conspiracy to send gold over here 
by the shipload for the purpose of indoc- 
trinating us with economic heresies and 
bribing such of our citizens as were poorer 
than proud to vote the Democratic ticket. 
Denunciation of this corrupting interfer- 
ence with our politics was the substance 
of many an eloquent speech and editorial 
article, and even those of us who didn’t 
quite believe the dreadful tales of the Cob- 
den Club’s wholesale purchases of Amer- 
ican virtue were yet unconsciously affect- 
ed by the tireless iteration of its crimes 
and only in our more reflective moments 
were able to view the organization with 
other feelings than those of loathing and 
alarm. But now times have changed, and 
the famous club is here viewed with most 
uncomplimentary indifference by those 
who once feared and hated it—during the 
campaign season—while in its own home, 
in the England which it was once supposed 
to typify and represent, it has actually 
been forced to defend itself from the charge 
of being a league of foreigners, working 
and plotting for Great Britain’s ruin! A 
London paper, pursuing tactics much like 
those formerly used by the club's American 
foes, recently printed a long list of its 
honorary members, who happen to be resi- 
dents of other countries, and, without 
calling them honorary members or saying 
a word about their having no votes and 
paying no dues, proceeded to treat them 
as if they were the moving and effectual 
element of the association. ‘‘ Behold!”’ it 
cried, ‘“‘the would-be guides of British 
policy—the would-be guardians of British 
interests! ’"’ And the funny thing is that 
the Cobden Club has been much disturbed 
by this pretty trick, and its Secretary has 
prepared and widely distributed a circular 
letter, disclosing the perfidy of the charge 
and warning all and sundry not to be de- 
ceived by it. That is more than funny; 
for an American, at least, it is provocative 
of hysterical laughter to see the Cobden 
Club solemnly engaged in the task of prov- 
ing itself to be a thoroughly British in- 
stitution. 


—In reading over the various sugges- 
tions made by the correspondents of this 
and other papers for relieving the conges- 
tion of traffic on our transportation lines, 
one cannot fail to admire the courage with 
which are proposed remedies that involve 
extremely radical changes in metropolitan 
habits on the one hand, or great sacrifices 
of personal convenience to the general good 
on the other. It is really wonderful that 
nobody has yet advised the remedy which, 
if the most impressive of those offered are 
practicable, is at once the simplest and the 
most promising. Our troubles are very 
largely due to the fact that we do business 
at one end and live at the other end of a 
long and narrow island. That is obviously 
a mistake. The shape of the island cannot 
be changed, and the site cannot be aban- 
doned at this late date for a more commo- 
dious one, but we could, if we chose, do 
business in the centre of the island, and 
live at both ends of it, instead of at one. 
That would divide the morning and even- 
ing torrents of humanity into two, and 
only half of us would be moving north or 
south at the same time, As it is, almost 
all of us travel from somewhere near the 
upper end of the island to somewhere near 
its lower end every morning, and reverse 
the journey every evening, and it is a dis- 
couraging task to provide facilities for two 
daily migrations so nearly unanimous. Un- 
der the other system, it would be, if not 
exactly easy, at least much less difficult. 
Of course, objections can be raised—they 
always can. The expenditure involved in 
transferring the business district to the 
region around or just above Central Park 
would not be small, and how our mer- 
chants of various sorts are to be persuaded 
or compelled to pull up their deep-driven 
stakes and move is a matter for further 
and somewhat serious consideration, but we 
are persuaded that it would be no harder 
to overcome these obstacles than to con- 
vince the women of the city that there is a 
better time to do their shopping than when 
they want to do it, or to make the passen- 
gers on a crowded elevated train arrange 
themselves in the cars according to the re- 
moteness of their destinations. Taking 
everything into the account, perhaps it 
will be best to demand and insist on getting 
our relief from the corporations that are 
doing an enormously profitable carrying 
trade, for the most part on public prop- 
erty, for which they pay a rent exceedingly 
minute. 


—With the plan, said to have been 
formed by an unnamed patriot and philan- 
thropist, of presenting a bust of LINCOLN 
to each public school in the Boroughs of 
Manhattan and the Bronx, we. have, of 
course, no fault to find. On the contrary, 
we commend the plan with much warmth, 
as calculated to familiarize each rising gen- 
eration of New Yorkers with the standards 
of true Americanism and to provide their 
teachers with a text for innumerable brief 
expositions of what are and ought to be 
considered greatness and success in the 
United States. There is, however, such a 
thing as turning a good thing into a bad 
one by doing it in a bad way, and it is the 
apparent purpose to execute this admirable 
plan in a way which, if not quite certain 
to have deplorable results, is at least very 
likely to do so, For the unnamed patriot 
and philanthropist has not only himself se- 
lected the sculptor to make the busts, but 
he expects the product of that sculptor’s 
skill to be accepted by the Board of Educa- 
tion before it has been subjected to any 
judgment except that of three experts, also 
selected by himself. The proposition, there- 
fore, is full of the most alarming possibili- 
ties. Neither patriotism nor philanthropy 
is a guarantee either of natural good taste 
or of acquired knowledge of art, and, though 
the would-be benefactor is, for all we know 
or have any reason to suspect, one of. the 
best of men, we would earnestly advise 
against the acceptance of his presumably 
generous, disinterested, and _  well-inten- 
tioned gift until after the board is much 
better informed than at present in regard 
to what it is to get. The announcement 
that the bust is to be made by Mr. W1Lson 
MACDONALD is not enough to reassure us, 
not because we are sure he could not make 
a satisfactory bust of LINCOLN, but because 
we are not sure that he would—having often 
passed the corner of Broadway and Thirty- 
third Street. Now, not to be sure in these 
things is to be dreadfully alarmed. New 
York has a Municipal Art Commission wor- 
thy of and receiving public confidence. The 
propriety of submitting to the judgment of 
that body any bust to be placed in the city 
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7 schools is more than obvious, for daily 


study of an inartistic or misleading presen- 
tation of LiIncoLN’s features would work 
an entirely unnecessary injury to the chil- 
dren upon whom it was enforced, The 
sculptor who cannot win the approval of 
the Municipal Art Commission ought not 
to have his work permanently exhibited 
in the public schools, and no gift of statu- 
ary not conditioned on such approval should 
be even considered by the Board of Educa- 
tion. 


—wWe grieve to note that, in the opin- 
ion of our esteemed neighbor, Harper's 
Weekly, Senator GALLINGER's letter in 
answer to Dr. W. W. KEEN's statement 
that Cadet AIKEN’s life was saved through 
knowledge acquired from vivisection, was 
a “reply which to the lay mind seems, in 
some particulars, pretty strong.”’ It can 
hardly seem anything else than pretty 
weak to laymen without prejudices and 
open to argument who have seen Dr. 
KEEN’s rejoinder to the Senator's reply. 
Harper's Weekly properly brushes aside as 
irrelevant to the controversy Senator 
GALLINGER’S gratuitously insulting refer- 
ence to an imaginary desire on Dr. KEEN’'s 
part for free advertising, and it dismisses 
with deserved contempt the Senator‘s sug- 
gestion that perhaps, if there had been 
no operation, nature would have taken 
care of the blood clot on the cadet’s brain. 
It is impressed, however, by the Sena- 
tor’s rehearsal of a few old stories, gath- 
ered from all over the world and some 
long since proved to be grotesque exag- 
gerations, about fiendish cruelties inflict- 
ed upon animals by conscienceless vivi- 
sectors. In regard to these, Dr. KEEN 
safd in his second letter: ‘‘ Every humane 
person would condemn them utterly.’”’ He 
also said that the present laws of the 
United States were fully capable of deal- 
ing with such abuses and that the pro- 
posed bills would not only prohibit cruel- 
ties not practiced here, but, administered 
by laymen knowing nothing of medicine 
or surgery, would arrest researches of far- 
reaching importance to mankind and ani- 
mals. ‘The avowed object,’ added Dr. 
Keen, “of the great majority of anti- 
vivisectionists is to obtain restriction or 
regulation of vivisection as a stepping- 
stone to its entire abolition. The reason 
for the persistent attempts to have Con- 
gress pass such laws for the District of 
Columbia is that they may use this action 
as a lever upon the various State Legis- 
latures.”- There is no doubt about the 
truth of that. The anti-vivisectionist 
takes the stand that experiments upon 
animals are useless, and makes no secret 
of the fact that he will be content with 
restriction only till he can get abolition. 
Senator GALLINGER’s letter was not “ pret- 
ty strong’’ in some or in any particulars. 
It was the production of a man who many 
years ago drifted out of medicine into pol- 
itics. He speaks with only a layman's 
authority on surgical topics, and his evi- 
dence counts for absolutely nothing in 
such matters as against that of Dr. KEEN. 


——It is particularly unfortunate that our 
State officials and those of the Department 
of Agriculture have fallen out on the sub- 
ject of the New England cattle quarantine. 
In the presence of a grave menace to one 
of our greatest interests, the Federal au- 
thorities acted with equal energy and intel- 
ligence. Best of all, they acted with an 
openness that won instant confidence at 
home and abroad, and, convinced by the 
frank admission that a most dangerous dis- 
ease had gained a foothold—a foot-and- 
mouth hold, one might say if the subject 
were not so serious—there has been no- 
where except in this State the betrayal of 
any fear that the lifting of the quarantine 
so promptly established would precede the 
termination of the danger. The department 
now says that cattle from Connecticut are 
safe. The denial of this statement by our 
own authorities will waken widespread ap- 
prehension and have an especially bad ef- 
fect abroad. The question, of course, is one 
for the decision of experts, and, unfort- 
unately, the experts disagree. On its face, 
perhaps, the case favors those who de- 
mand a continuance of the precautionary 
measures for a while longer, but these 
measures are too expensive to be prolonged 
unnecessarily, and—well, the Washington 
people have shown no inclination to mini- 
mize peril from infection. 


ELEVATED RAILROAD CROWDING. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

The officials of the Manhattan Elevated 
Railroad assert that the present facilities 
for carrying passengers on their lines can- 
not be bettered, and they resent any critl- 
cism upon the present management. 

The elevated roads are not giving the 
best service they are capable of, and those 
responsible for its affairs know it. I ar- 
rive at the One Hundred and Sixteenth 
Street and Highth Avenue Statin at 8 in 
the morning, not without a struggle in 
common with nearly 100 men and women 
in the narrow passageway leading to the 
elevators which approach the tracks. Upon 
reaching the platform, I find several hun- 
dred people of both sexes engaged in a mad 
endeavor to boardthetrains. Whenan express 
train reaches the station, generally over- 
crowded, the scene that ensues is outrage- 
ous and disgusting beyond description. No 
sooner are the gates opened than a des- 
perate rush is made by the waiting mass 
of humanity to get even a foothold on the 


ears. The station men exert all of their 
strength in pushing the people in so that 
the guards can close the gates. It is more 
like the “ flying wedge’’ of football than 
anything else I can compare it with. 

When this packing process is completed, 
and not a human being can move hand or 
foot, the train is allowed to start. Picture 
to yourself the horror that would follow 
an accident or panic under such circum- 
stances, I have not exaggerated what 
takes place six days in the week. I wait 
sometimes four minutes for the “ locals.” 
This contradicts the statement made by the 
management, or mismanagement, that more 
trains cannot be run with safety. More 
trains can be run, and they know it. By 

cking the contents of four trains into one 
hey save money and increase dividends. 
The Board of Health is supposed to be 
solicitous as to the health of the citizens, 
and wili abate any nuisance that threatens 
them. Why not bring the elevated roads 
under its power and put an end to this 
daily invitation to death and disaster? We 
have nothing to hope from this soulless 
corporation; now let the city authorities 
take a hand in the matter before some 
dreadful crime is committed.

SIDE DOORS ON THE ELEVATED. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

Referring to the management of the Man- 
hattan Railroad, I wish to make one sug- 
gestion. In the morning I frequently take 
a downtown train at Forty-second Street 
and Sixth Avenue. When a train comes 
along the platforms, the cars are often 
crowded to their fullest capacity. The pro- 
cess of forcing one’s way through the 
crowded platform of the car in order to 
leave it is not only very difficult and un- 
pleasant, it takes a good deal of time. 
Meanwhile those wishing to enter the car 
do nothing but stand in the way of those 
leaving it. 

One morning about a month ago I care- 
fully timed the delay at the Forty-second 
Street Station on one of these morning 
trains. It was a little over two minutes. 
At Thirty-third and at Twenty-third 
Streets it was almost as long. On that 
morning between Forty-second and Twen- 
ty-third Streets, both inclusive, the train 
was at a standstill a little more than half 
the time. It is fair to say that the delay 
on that morning seemed to me a little 
greater than usual, but not much. 

During the past month, the condition, of 
course, has become much aggravated. I 
think that during the crowded hours the 


trains between those stations are substan- 
tially at a standstill more than half the 
time, either waiting at the stations or held 
up by the train ahead, and I wish to em- 
phasize the fact that this delay seems 
mainly caused by the er gree y | and delay 
of getting passengers off and letting them 
on the cars. But for that delay, the cars 
could make their distance in about half 
the time, and hence carry twice as many 
passengers. 

During the past two years I have fre- 
quently mdden on the elevated cars in 
Boston. They are constructed with a side 
door in the centre, as weil as with end 
doors, As the cars approach a crowded 
Station a brakeman on the train, in a loud 
vcice, asks the passengers to leave by the 
end doors, and at the same time someone 
on the platform calls out to the crowd to 
enter by the side door. As the train comes 
to a standstill the side door is opened; the 
end doors are simultaneously opened, and 
the passengers leave and enter the car 
quickly and without difficulty. It is rarely 
necessary for a car to remain stationary 
longer than 20 seconds in order to accom- 
modate those wishing to leave and enter 
the car. 

If when the Manhattan changed its mo- 
tive power and furnished new cars it had 
been liberal enough and far-sighted enough 
to adopt the Boston system, I venture to 
say that the disgraceful trouble which has 
occurred at its crowded stations the last 
few weeks would have been largely 
avoided. 

Onity two possible objections to the course 
pursued in Boston occur to me; first, the 
side door diminishes by eight the number 
or seats in a car. It does not affect the 
standing room, and during the rush hours 
in New York the question is one of stand- 
ing room rather than seats, and during the 
remaining hours, it is possible for enough 
cars to be run to give every one a seat. 
Second, 1t requires more men at the sta- 
tions to open the doors. This is merely a 
question of expense. 

The policy in Boston seems to be to sup- 
ply facilities for handling the largest num- 
ber of passengers; the policy of the Man- 
hattan seems to be to carry passengers at 
the lowest possible expense.

CROWDED FORT GEORGE CARS. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

Regarding some, at least, of the over- 
crowding of the cars, the reason seems ob- 
vious and the relief simple. 

The Sixth Avenue surface lines dis- 
tinguish between two classes of passen- 
gers—those who leave the cars below One 
Hundred and Twenty-fifth Street and those 
who ride beyond it; and for these are pro- 
vided two kinds of cars, the ordinary Am- 
sterdam Avenue car and the Fort George 
car. The passenger to a point above One 
Hundred and Twenty-fifth Street must 
either take the car provided for him or 
Pay two fares, while the passenger below 
One Hundred and Twenty-fifth Street may 
take any car he pleases for one fare. 

This is an extremely unjust discrimina- 
tion against those going beyond One Hun- 
dred and Twenty-fifth Street. Passengers 
below One Hundred and Twenty-fifth 
Street have their cars to themselves, while 
passengers beyond it have to compete for 
places in the cars intended for them with 
hundreds or even thousands of persons 
who could have reached their destination 
just as well by another car. 

The crowding on the Fort George cars 
is now something frightful. That it is due 
to the partial filling of the cars with pas- 
sengers who can, but who will not, use the 
other cars is shown by the fact that at 
One Hundred and ‘Twenty-fitth Street there 
is always plenty of standing room, and 
usually seats, even at the rusn hours. 

Last week, on the coidest night of the 
year, I rode from Highteenth Street up on 
a Fort George car. ‘Co get on at all was 
almost impossible owing to the crowd. At 
Fifty-ninth Street about twenty-five pas- 
sengers left the car, but so great was the 
crowd getting on there that the front door 
could not be closed until after we had 
passed Seventy-second Street, when eight 
more passengers got off. People stood 
solidly two abreast, and in some places 
three, by pushing in between two sitters, 
and many had to lean over the sitters to 
hold on to the window posts becafise there 
were no spare straps. At One Hundred and 
Twenty-sixth Street there were but two 
more passengers than seats. On that trip 
at least sixty persons had used this car 
who could have taken the one behind for 
the same fare and the loss of one-half a 
minute of time.

The 
British Blue Book on international parcels 
post says that the express companies of 
the United States prevent the needed legis- 
lation to increase this service. The public 
good disappears before the corporate greed. 

The Post Office authorities want to use 
the trolleys throughout the country for 
postal service. In thousands of routes a 
letter could be dropped in a box on a trol- 
ley car and hours of delay be avoided. 
The trades unions say, “‘ No! If a car bears 
the magic words 1. S. Mail’ we can- 
not throw it off the track, smash its win- 
dows, or kill its motorman. We can deal 
with miiitia and weak local authorities, 
but can't fight Uncle Sam."’ So down goes 
public utility before unionism, a small 
traction, but organized for votes. 

Again, the price of kerosene at retail has 
been advanced three times since the coal 
strike. One of the owners of the Standard 
Oil steck is said to have received a divi- 
dend of $4,000,000 this month, the fourth 
or fifth this year. Yet college Presidents 
will run after him and “ ostracise”"’ him 
with eulcgy, and the clergy will.fawn upon 
him for his checks, when his receipts are 
wrung from the faces of the needy poor. 
Attorney General Knox says that Con- 
gress has ample power to secure publicity 
in inter-State commerce, to prevent freight 
discrimination and price discrimination to 
erush rivals. If that power were exercised 
this particular monopoly could be made 
harmless. Nothing is done. Public needs 
are as nothing in the face of corrupt mo- 
nopoly. 

What a chance the Democratic Party 
has if it had a leader!

J RINCESS WANTS DIVORCE: 


Wife of Heir to Saxon Throne to 
Take Legal Action. 


HER HUSBAND ILL-USED HER | 


is Said to Have Beaten Her and to Have 
Loved to Torment Her—The Prin- 
cess Liked by Dresdeners. 


VIENNA, Dec. 24.—The Crown Princess of 
Saxony, through M. Lachenal, an ex-Pres- 
ident of Switzerland, has informed the 
Neues Wiener Tagblatt that she intends to 
take immediate steps to procure a divorce. 
She will not return to Salzburg for fear of 
being placed in an asylum. 

In two letters to her intimate friend, 
Princess Thérése of Bavaria, the Princess 
complains bitterly of her treatment at the 
Saxon Court, where she was always sub- 
jected to the strictest supervision. She 
says that the official statements in regard 
to her case are incorrect, as is also public 
gossip. 


BERLIN, Dec. 24.—The Vossische Zeit- 
ung, one of the most cautiously edited 
newspapers published here, says to-day in 
an editorial statement on the flight of the 
Crown Princess Louise of Saxony that the 
Crown Prince beat his wife. The paper 
adds: 

“Their disagreements reached this crisis 
in June, after Prof. Giron became the 
children’s tutor. ‘The Princess at that 
time considered seeking a divorce, and vis- 
ited her best friend, the Princess Thérése 
of Bavaria, who dissuaded her. 

It is learned from other sources 
the Crown Prince loved to torment 
wife. Among the authors forbidden her 
were Tolstoi, Zola, and Nietzsche. One 
day the Crown Prince saw her reading one 
of Nietzsche's works and he jerked the 
book out of her hands and tore it to pieces. 

Prof. André Giron is described as an ideal- 
ist of the extreme type. It is related that 
his family once considered the question 
of confining him in an asylum because 
he refused a legacy on grounds of delicacy 
of feeling. : P 

The Lokal Anzeiger to-day prints a_dis- 
patch from Dresden saying that King 
George sent several of the highest Saxon 
police officials to Geneva to observe and 
report on the actions of the Crown Prin- 
cess. One official returned yesterday, by 
way of Vienna. ‘The others will remain 
at Geneva. : 

A divorce for the Crown Prince is re- 
garded as impossible during the lifetime 
of King George, who entertains stringent 
religious scruples against divorce. The 
Protestant clergy, however, hope that Ber- 
lin and Vienna will bring pressure to bear 
for a divorce. 

The sympathy of the people of Dresden 
seems wholly with the Princess, who is of 
a cheerful, pleasure-seeking disposition.

DRESDEN, Dec. 24.—It is reported here 
that the Crown Princess of Saxony left for 
her husband a written statement of her re- 
lations with M. Giron, together with a dec- 
laration of her unalterable intention never 
to return to the Saxon Court. 

The Court has no official information as 
to the present whereabouts of the Prin- 
cess, but it is known here that she is go- 
ing to Mentone to reside.

BELGIAN ANTI-GAMBLING BILL.

LONDON, Dec. 25.—The Brussels cor- 
respondent of The Times says that the 
Anti-Gambling bill, forbidding the ex- 
ploitation of games of chance, imposes 
penalties on lawbreakers varying from 
eight days to six months’ imprisonment, 
with fines for persons keeping gaming 
houses for profit. The bill indemnifying 
Ostend and Spa sets aside 5,000,000f. in 
favor of Ostend and 2,000,000f. in favor 
of Spa. 


THE ANDIJAN DISASTER. 


Full Details Not Yet Ubtainable—People 
of the Stricken City Behaving 
Courageously. 


ST. PETERSBURG, Dec. 24.—While full 
details of the recent earthquake disaster at 
Andijan, Russian Central Asia, are not 
obtainable owing to lack of means of com- 
munication, the brief dispatches received 
here describe the situation as horrible. 
The temperature has fallen to the freezing 
point, and thousands of persons are home- 
less. 

One section of the city has been complete- 
ly destroyed. Only one cotton gin and one 
church are standing. The first shock drove 
the inhabitants generally out of doors, 
otherwise the loss of life would have been 
much greater. The people of the stricken 
city are accepting the situation stoically. } 
Notwithstanding the offers of free trans- 
portation, they are remaining in the vicini- 
ty of the city, which will be rebuilt. <A 
substantial start has been made in the col- 
lection of a relief fund 

Andijan is a cotton centre, and exports 
40,000,000 pounds of cotton annually. The 
population, numbering 56,000, was growing 
rapidly. The people, who are mainly Sarts, 
were engaged in cotton raising and ginning. 
Of twenty gins, nineteen have been de- 
stroyed. The Sarts are not like Russians; 
they are private owners of land, but live 
in cities and towns. The houses in Andijan 
are principally one story high, and are 
built of unburned brick. 

The War Department here states that 
everything possible is being done to relieve 
the suffering. Barracks, in which the pop- 
ulation will be housed, are being built. 

Letters are expected here within a week. 
The mail from Andijan ordinarily takes 
ten days to reach St. Petersburg. 


BRITISH NAVAL REFORM. 
Cadets for All Branches of the Service 


to Receive Identical Training 
for Seven Years. 


LONDON, Dec. 25.—Official papers have 
been issued which give full details of the 
new scheme for naval education, whic 
to be unified and simplified by the adoption 
of a single system for the training of cadets 
for all three branches of the service—exec- 
utives, engineers and marines. 

The Earl of Selborne, First Lord of the 
Admiralty, in an explanatory article, in 
which he argues that modern developments 
of the navy require a change in the per- 
sonnel, says: 

“In the old days it sufficed if a naval 
officer was a seaman; now he must be a 
seaman, a soldier, an engineer, and a man 
of science as weli. To-aay more knowledge 
and study is needed than in the past, and 
the highest type of nava! officer is that 
in which great professional knowledge is 
added to force of character. The danger } 
within the navy itself is lest insufficient | 

| 
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importance should be attached to the re- 
sults of study, and lest the value of what 
is called ‘ practical character’ should be 
placed higher than it deserves.” 

The scheme as now detailed confirms the 
previous forecast. It will become operative 
next July. For the first seven years alt 
cadets will receive identical training in 
every branch of the service, special atten- 
tion being given to scientific study. Thence 
forward, from the age of twenty, the cadets 
will be drafted into the different branches, 
and will begin to specialize. The scheme 
enables speedier promotion, provides for 
revised rates of pay, the disappearance of 
engineers’ disabilities and promotion up 
to the rank of Commander by selection. 

While the newspapers this morning gen- 
erally commend the scheme as a courageous 
attempt in the direction of very necessar 
reform, it is expected that it will meet wit 
considerable opposition. Its principal de- 
fect, as pointed out in editorial articles, is 
that engineer and marine officers will still 
be debarred from attaining flag rank, and 
all cadets, therefore. will want to enter for 
the executive branch. The Standard says: 

“We do not blame the Admiralty for 
hesitating to follow the example of the 
United States, in whose navy executive 
and engineer officers have been combined, 
(with very dubious results;) but the Ad- 
ibe has gone so far that it certainly 

be compelled to go further.” 
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TO PROTECT THE HUMBERTS. 


French Authorities Keeping Secret the 
Plans for Their Reception in Paris— 
Meeting of Creditors Likely. 


PARIS, Dec. 24.—As a result of con- 
ferences between Premier Combes and Min- 
ister of Justice Vallé complete arrange- 
ments have been made for the reception of 
the members of the Humbert family, ar- 
rested in Madrid on Dec. 20. However, the 
precaution has been taken of not dis- 
closing what prison the fugitives will oc- 


j cupy or where they will be taken in the 


train, as a popular demonstration is feared. 

The Government authorities are showing 
great activity in preparing for the prosecu- 
tion of the prisoners, thus overcoming the 
popular beiief that the accused enjoy the 
favor of those in high authority. 

M. Hennion, the Chief of Detectives, who 
has gone to Madrid, is accompanied by 
four civil guards, four Police Inspectors, 
and two of the best detectives in the serv- 
ice. It is expected that they will occupy 
a special car with the prisoners, whose ar- 
rival in Paris is awaited with intense in- 
terest. 

The affair continues to be the universal 
topic of discussion, and even affects the 
Christmas festivities, many of the holiday 
novelties depicting phases of the famous 
case, One of these is a miniature Hum- 
bert safe, as empty as that which in- 
duced bankers and others to lend millions 
to the Humberts. 

The nature of the iegal proceedings has 
not yet been definitely settled. The state- 
ment in the extradition papers that the ac- 
cused are charged with swindling and ir- 
regular bankrupicy proceedings gives a 
general idea of the lines of the prosecu- 
tion 

The creditors are chiefly interested in 
rescuing the remnant of their assets, and 
plans are on foot for a meeting of the 
creditors with a view to arranging for an 
equitable division.

GREEK CURRANT TRADE CRISIS. 


Result of Long-Continued Overproduc- 


tion Is That a Very Good Crop 
Proves a Misfortune.

LONDON, Dec. 25.—An article on the 
crisis in the Greek currant trade is pub- 
lished by The Times. The writer points 
out the paradoxical condition resulting 
from the long-continued overproduction. 
Things have gone so far that an unus- 
ually abundant crop proves a misfortune 
rather than a blessing, owing to the fall 
in prices caused by a glut in the market. 

It is true, the writer of the article de- 
clares, to say that a crop of 100,000 tons 
is worth more to the growers than a 
crop of 150,000 tons. In 1900 the crop 
of 45,000 tons realized £1,500,000, while 
in 1899 the crop of 125,000 tons brought 
£1,750,000.

The collision between the Japanese Cab- 
inet and practically all the political parties 
of the lower house is caused by the Min- 
isters’ proposals in regard to the means for 
raising money to detray the cost of the 
great naval programme to which the coun- 
try is pledged, partly as a result of the al- 
liance with Great Britain. There is no op- 
position to the naval programme, but there 
is intense objection to the Cabinet's plan 
to raise the money by increasing the land 
tax. ‘ 

The Marquis Ito recommends that funds 
be obtained for the carrying out of the 
naval programme by reducing the Cabinet's 
schemes for extending railways, tele- 
graphs, and telephones, and by other 
economies. The Cabinet was at first un- 
willing to alter the budget, which embodied 
the unanimous views of the Ministers and 
received the imperial sanction, 

The House of Peers seemed disposed to 
agree to the Cabinet's recommendations, 
whereupon the parties of the lower house 
decided to sink their differences for the 
time being in order to vote unanimously 
against the recommendations, so as 
make opposition by the peers difficult. 

The sittings of the lower house have 
twice been suspended in order to prevent 
a vote on the questicn. 


GERMAN POLICY BLAMED.

LONDON, Dec. 25.—The Vienna _ cor- 
respondent of The Times says ‘he 
Evening Journal publishes an interview 
with Boris Sarafof, (the Macedonian 
leader,) in which “that ebullient agita- 
tor talks magniloquently of an impend- 
ing Pan-Macedonian revolution,”’ which, 
he says, will give Turkey, Bulgaria, Rus- 
sia, and other powers “ much thread to 
spin.” 

Sarafof’s language, however, remarks 
the correspondent, bears a strong resem- 
blance to that of the loud-voiced dema- 
gogues who drove Greece to war with 
Turkey six years ago. 


French Klondike Promoters in Trouble. 

PARIS, Dec. 24.—The police of this city 
have seized the papers of Jean de la Mar, 
manager of the Kiondike Mining Company, 
who is suspected of irregular proceedings. 
The company is a Paris concern, and all 
the parties interested are Frenchmen. Three 
arrests have been made. M. de la Mar 
claims that the mines are being worked 
and that they yield $12,000 a month. 


Severe Weather in Constantinople. 

CONSTANTINOPLE, Dec. 24.—A violent 
snowstorm has been raging here for forty- 
eight hours. Communication by land and 


sea is interrupted, and the telegraph wires 
are down. The weather is intensely cold. 
There have been heavy falls of cnow in all 
the European provinces of Turkey. 


HIRING NEW MAIL DRIVERS. 


Wagon Delivery Company Takes the In- 
itiative—Strike Talk and a 
Conference. 


It was learned yesterday that the agents 
of the New York Mail Company, which has 
the’ contract for the wagon delivery of 
the mails in the General Post Office and 
its stations, have been hiring new men for 
the last day or two. The new men are 
promised a dollar a day to start with and 
$10 or $10.50 a week, and two-horse wagons 
when they are broken in to the work. 

It was stated at the office of President 
Boomer of the New York Mail Company 
yesterday that a conference had taken 
place between President Boomer of the 
company and the representatives of the 
newly organized Mail Drivers’ Union, 
members of which have been talking for 
some time of striking. The union wants 
$2.25 a day for drivers of two-horse wa- 
gons and a minimum rate of $10 a week. 

First Assistant Postmaster Morgan said 
last night that he knew of no impending 
trouble. Mr. Boomer had not told him of 
any conference, and there was nothing that 
he knew, he said, to indicate that a strike 
was impending. 

One of the drivers said last night that 
the conference was only preliminary, and 
was friendly in its tone.

MARRIAGE AND INSURANCE. 


“ Wife” Includes a Second Wife in Life 
Policies. 


Probably few persons will dispute the 
proposition that in common parlance if a 
married man speaks of his wife he in- 
tends to refer to her who is his wife at 
that time, and does not contemplate her 
Geath and a second wife whom he may 
subsequentiy marry. But suppese a mar- 
ried man effects a pplicy of insurance on 
his own life under the Married Women’s 
Property act, 1882, *‘ for the benefit of his 
wite and children,”’ and after his then 
wife’s death the assured marries again 
ara has a second family. Will the second 
wife and her children be entitled upon the 
death of the husband to share in the policy 
moneys? This was the question before Mr. 
Justice Kekewich in a case at the end of 
last week, and he held that the second 
wife and her children are entitled to 
share. The decision appears to be in ac- 
cordance with good sense as well as law. 
As the learned Judge observed in giving 
judgment, the presumption that when a 
married man speaks of his wife he intends 
his, wife at the time loses weight when an 
instrument like a policy of insurance, which 
is mtended to make provision for a wife 
and children after the husband’s death, has 
to be construed. The husband in all prob- 
ability intends to provide for those who 
survive him, and for that reason stand in 
need of the provision; and this conclusion 
is strengthened by the reflection that as 
he cannot reasonably be supposed to have 
intended to benefit only the children living 
at the date of the policy to the exclusion of 
after-born children of the then existing 
wife, there appears to be no good reason 
why the children by the second wife and 
the second wife herself should not also 
share. There 1s no reason why the trust in 
favor of the wife and children which the 
act of 1882, mentioned above, creates, 


: should not include objects as yet unascer- 


tained. Upon these grounds it was held 
that by “wife and children" the husband 
intended his surviving wife (if any) and his 
surviving children, whether by his then 
living or any after-taken wife.—London | 
Telegraph.

Principal “Wild West” Owner 
Passes Away at Long Branch. 


His Varied Career as Boy Soldier, Come- 
dian, and Manager of Amuse- 
ment Enterprises. 


Special to The New York Times. 

LONG BRANCH, N. J., Dec. 24.—Nate 
Salsbury, principal owner of Buffalo Bill's 
“Wild West’ Show, died at his home in 
Liberty Street, this place, to-night from 
stomach trouble, from which he had long 
suffered. lie had long been prominently 
identified with this town, and two years 
ago spent $200,000 in erecting upon the 
sandy waste near North Long Branch, the 
group of handsome cottages known as the 
Reservation. He was President of the 
long Branch Property Holders’ Associa- 
lion. 

Mr. Salsbury had been failing gradually 
for a long time, but was confined to his 
house only a single week, prior to that 
time being up ard attending to business. 
The ‘ Wild West” is announced to open 
an engagement in London on Friday, and 
Col. Cojy «Buffalo Gill) is at present in 
the British metropolis. 


Mr. Salsbury was born at Rockport, IIl., 
fifty-seven years ago, and was, therefore, 
about sixteen years gld at the outbreak of 
the civil war. He offered his services to 
Col. Turner of the Fifteenth Illinois, how- 
ever, and was accepted. He always said 
that so far as he knew, he was the young- 
est soldier in the field from the Western 
sections of the country. His personality 
soon made him known outside of the regi- 
ment, and his songs and dancing, which 
afterward brought him a fortune, relieved 
the weariness and tedium of many a long 
march or irksome camp. He soon was 
wounded and. mustered out of the service, 
but he re-enlisted as soon as he was able 
to, and fought throughout the war, being 
in several other regiments. Among these 
commands was the famous BHighty-ninth 
Regiment of Illinois, which was known as 
the ‘*‘ Railroad Regiment’’ of the West. 
He was at Chickamauga and many other 
hot-fought battles, and went through the 
Texas campaign with the Fifty-ninth Regi- 
ment. His Colonel heard him singing one 
day and is said to have remarked to an- 
other officer: ‘If | had a regiment of 1,000 
men like Salsbury I could lick 3.000 rebels."’ 
The war over, Salsbury left the army 
with $20,000, which he had accumulated 
from his brother soldiers because of his 
ability to play draw poker. He settled in 
Illinois, where he led a rather expensive 
life. He started a course in a business col- 
lege, studying finance and banking, but 
that came to a sudden end when he found 
his money all spent at the end of eighteen 
months. He had never been on the stage, 
but he applied to a manager at Grand 
Rapids, Mich., for a place in his company, 
and he was hired at $12 a week, his em- 
ployer telling him that he would be lucky 
f he ever collected that. He made his 
début as Colorgog in a play called ‘* Poca- 
hontas."’ That required him to be on the 
stage only eight minutes, and the play ran 
for only one night. 

Salsbury, however, had had his first 
taste of theatrical life, and kept at it, be- 
coming a member of itinerant companies. 
He endured much hardship at that time, 
but finally obtained an engagement as a 
comedian at the Boston Museum, where he 
remained for four years, other members of 
the company at that time being James 
O'Neill, William H. Crane, Nellie McHen- 
ry, and William J. Florence, all of whom 
were subsequently to become stars. He 
saved his money and proposed to John 
Webster that they start a stock company 
of their own. Webster had little or no cap- 
ital, but Salsbury carried his interest in 
the enterprise, which was a success from 
the start. It was known as the Salsbury 
Troubadours. dnd it traveled all Europe as 
well as the United States. 

Mr. Salsbury was still at the head of the 
Troubadours when he met Col. Cody and 
the ‘“‘ Wild West’ show project was 
launched. Mr. Saulbury son began to in- 
vest in other attractions, which turned out 
for the most to be entirely successful. 


SEAMAN LICHTENSTEIN, 
THE MERCHANT, DIES. 


Jane McCollick, an Apple-Stand Keeper, 
His First Business Friend—Built Up 
Produce House and Owned Trotters. 


Seaman Lichtenstein of 14- West Seventy- 
fourth Street, one of the most prominent 
produce merchants in this city, whose 
business establishment was at 81 Barclay 
Street, died at his home yesterday in his 
seventy-eighth year. 

Mr. Lichtenstein was born 
of poor parents, who early left him an 
orphan. He began his business career 
in 1825 in bare feet and ragged clothes by 
selling newspapers. There were no rail- 
roads at that time, but boats from Albany 
landed passengers opposite Washington 
Market, and the boy earned a few extra 
coins by carrying valises for the passengers. 

He had a warm friend in Jane McCollick, 
a kind-hearted apple stand keeper in the 
market, who had taken a fancy to the 
plucky little waif. She pointed out a 
means whereby he could increase his earn- 
ings. This was to offer to clean out the 


butcher's shops in exchange for scraps of 
meat, which then he could trade to the 
Indians, who lived in Hoboken. His com- 
mercial instinct was keen, He saw the ad- 
vantage to derived from such trading, and 
followed her advice. 

The butchers gladly employed him on 
such terms, and he would collect daily a 
large assortment of bones and _ scraps, 
which were readily purchased by the In- 
dians. The very first day me made a 
dollar which he proudly showed to Jane 
McCollick, with whom he lodged, paying 
for the privilege of sleeping on a trundle 
bed by looking after her stand in the early 


morning. 

He found that at the end of the hot 
Summer days the butchers were glad to 
dispose of their ieft-over meat for a trifle, 
refrigerators not having been invented. 
His business developed rapidly. Peter 
Cooper was paying 50 cents a bushel for 
bones to make into glue, and the enter- 
prising youngster thus found a’ profitable 
market for his accumulations from the 
butchers’ shops. 

Very soon he was able to pay his benefac- 
tress $4 a week for his board, and then an 
extra $2 for washing and mending his 
clothes. He also went to a night school, 
and was such a diligent and intelligent 
pupil that before long he was able to teach 
Mrs. McCollick the gentle art of book- 
keeping. Her business increased apace, 
and he worked for her, until he was twen- 
ty-one years old, when he bought a half 
share in the stand for $600. 

Mrs. McCollick soon left the firm to start 
a pickle factory, and Lichtenstein con- 
ducted the produce business for joint ac- 
count at first, and afterward as sole own- 
er. (He married a Miss Hoyt, and their 
first residence was as far up town as Reb- 
inson Street. 

He sold many sorts of things besides 
fruit, and his business prospered steadily, 
until it developed into one of the largest 
produce houses in the United States. 

Mr. Lichtenstein was a lover of horses, 
and owned many fast trotters, some of 
which held records. He used to drive with 
such well-known old-timers as W. H. Van- 
derbilt, T. C. Eastman, John Bacon, the 
Forsyths, and Sam Mott. He had fourteen 
children, most of whom are livirg. 


CONNECTICUT SAVINGS GROW.

DEATH OF NATE SALSBURY | DEATH OF CoL. H. c. Lockwoop 


He Was a Civil War Veteran and an 
Advocate of the Abolition of 
the Presidency. 


Col. Henry Clay Lockwood, soldier, au- 
thor, and lawyer, died in Bellevue Hospital 
yesterday after a short illness. He was 
sixty-three years old. 

Col. Lockwood was the son of the late 
Gen. Munson I. Lockwood, for years Coun- 
ty Clerk of Westchester County. He was 
educated for the bar, and enlisted in 1862 
in the Union Army. He was appointed a 
Captain, and assigned to the staff of Brig. 
Gen. William H. Morris, who commanded a 
brigade in the Third Division of the Sixth 
Army Corps. Col. Lockwood participated 
in the battles of the Wilderness and 
Spottsylvania Court House. Later he served 
on the staffs of Gen. John H. Martingale 
and Gen. Ames. He was brevetted ‘Major 
for gallantry at the storming of Fort Fish- 
er in 1865, and was mustered out with that 
rank in 1866, after having served as re- 
corder on various military commissions en- 
gaged in the trial of cases growing out of 
the war. 

Returning to New York Major Lockwood 
took up the practice of law. He was made 
Major of the Seventy-first Regiment, N. G. 
WN. Y., in March, 1872, and Lieutenant Col- 
onel in September of the same year. 

The first of his writings to attract atten- 
tion was a volume entitled ‘‘ The Abolition 
of the Presidency,’’ in which he advocated 
a plural executive, to be known as the 
Executive Council, which should be chosen 
in joint session by the two houses of Con- 
gress. Under those conditions, Col. Lock- 
wood argued, true leadership would arise 
in Cougress, and the Executive Council, 
upon adverse vote, must resign or appeal to 
the electorate. 

Col. Lockwood's next work was “ The 
Constitutional History of France,” pub- 
lished in 1889, and he subsequently pub- 
lished two monographs entitled “A True 
History of the Army at Fort Fisher” and 
‘* Making of the Monocrat.” 

Col. Lockwood was a member of the Sum- 
ner Post, G. A. R., of the Military Order 
of the Loyal Legion, and of the Societies 
of the Army of the Potomac and Army of 
the James. He was unmarried. 


Death of an Old Ferryman. 

Alexander Ferris, who many years ago 
operated a ferry from the foot of Indiz 
Street, Greenpoint, to the foot of Broome 
Street, died on Tuesday in his seventy- 
ninth year at the home of his married 
daughter, Mrs. Mary E. Van Horn, 290 
Ainslie Street, Williamsburg. He was born 
in Greenwich, Conn., and when he was a 
small boy his parents settled in Williams- 
burg. He was apprenticed to a ship car- 
penter and became an expert yacht builder. 
He is survived by five children, six grand- 
children, and two great-grandchildren. The 
funeral will take place to-morrow after- 
noon, the interment to be in Cypress Hills 
Cemetery. 





Major Emory S. Foster.

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DEATH OF A UTAH PIONEER. 


George W. Thatcher Was One of the 
Most Prominent Figures in 
Mormon Politics. 


Special to The New York Times. 

SALT LAKE, Utah, Dec. 24.—George W. 
Thatcher, a Utah pioneer and for years 
prominent in political and church affairs, 
is dead at his home in Logan, Utah, after 
a long illness. 

Mr. Thatcher, who was sixty-two years 
old at the time of his death, crossed the 
plains with his parents with the first band 
of Mormon pioneers. In the early days 
of the State Mr. Thatcher was one of the 
famous ‘“‘ pony express riders,” and later 
was identified with many public enterprises. 

Mr. Thatcher was one of the most prom- 
inent figures in the campaign made by 


the Democratic Party of Utah in 1895 and 
succeeding years against the Mormon 
Chureh domination in politics. His life 
was saddened by the misfortunes of his 
brother, Moses Thatcher, whose _ leader- 
ship in that campaign caused his degrada- 
tion from the office of Apostle and brought 
large losses in business and _ practical 
ostracism among the Mormon people. 

George W. Thatcher was a polygamist, 
but after the announced abanconment of 
that doctrine by the Mormon Church he 
chose to live with his legal wife, who was 
a daughter of Brigham Young. 

He and his brother accepted in good 
faith the decree of the Mormon Church, 
made in 1891, that ecclesiastical and State 
affairs should thereafter be kept entirely 
separate. They thus became leaders 
among the younger Mormons who were 
weary of church domination in politics. 

As a consequence, George W. Thatcher 
Was prominently mentioned for the Demo- 
cratic nomination for Governor in the first ° 
State election in 1895. He refused to be a 
candidate, however, keeping out of the field 
in crder to aid his brother to become Sen- 
ator. Moses Thatcher was nominated for 
United States Senator by the State Con- 
vention in that year, and B. H. Roberts for 
Covgress, 

Seon afterward, in a secret priesthood 
meeting. President Wilford Woodruff placed 
a ban upon their candidacy by criticising 
them for not asking the consent of the 
Church authorities before they accepted 
nominations for political office. As a re- 
sult the Democratic Convention was recon- 
vened and a declaration of principles adopt- 
ed pledging it to resist this doctrine of the 
Church, which was recognized as an at- 
tempt to influence political matters. The 
campaign was fought on this issue and the 
Democrats were defeated. 

Messrs. Thatcher and Roberts were de- 
prived of their high offices in the Church, 
Roberts afterwards repented and was re- 
stored to favor, and was afterwards nomi- 
nated and elected to Congress only to be 
cast out. 

Moses Thatcher was affected largely in 
his business. His brother aided him finan- 
cially and represented him in defying the 
Church authorities when they tried to in- 
fluence him on a sickbed to sign the famous 
proclamation now in force in Utah, under 
which any officer in the Mormon Church— 
and practially every Mormon of any stand- 
ing is an offier—to consuit his leaders be- 
for taking any political nomination, thus 
giving to the Church practically absolute 
control over both parties. 

George W. Thatcher managed the cam- 
paign of his brother in the Legislature in 
1888S, when the Democrats were in power, 
and a determined attempt was made to 
elect Moses Thatcher as a rebuke to the 
Church. He was defeated after a dead-lock 
that lasted until the last few days of the 
session. Since then both brothers have been 
practically out of politics in Utah, recog- 
nizing that they cannot make headway 
against the Church influence. Each spent 
large sums of money in endeavoring to 
crystalize the anti-Church and State senti- 
ment, but they were overpowered.

ELEVATED ROAD’S PLANS. 


Mr. Skitt, Answering Mayor Low, Ex- 
plains Present Conditions and Tells 
What Is to be Done. 


Vice President Alfred Skitt of the 
hattan Railway Company yesterday 
the following letter to Mayor Low in an- 
swer to the letter sent the Mayor to 
Mr. Skitt on Tuesday, suggesting certain 
improvements in the on the 
vated railroad lines, and asking why these 
improvements were not practicable: 

**New York, Dec. 24, 1902. 

“The Hon. Seth Low, Mayor of the City 

of New York. 

“My Dear Sir: I beg to acknowledge re- 
ceipt of your communication of Dec. 25, 
and take great pleasure in hastening to 
reply. 

‘“‘T trust that vou will recognize that, in 
nddition to the extraordinary recent in- 
crease of travel upon the lines of the ele- 
vated railroad, the management has had 
to deal with difficulties inseparable from 
the transition to electrical equipment and 
the absence of all the advantages that will 
be derived from its completion, 

“In respect to number of trains run, the 
company has endeavcred to furnish enough 
trains for the ordinary amount of traffic, 
20 as to provid for all, except in 
rush hours, when, of course, to do so is a 
physical impossibility. There have been, 
however, many cases in which passengers 
been obliged to stand in non-rush 
hours, caused by the difficulty of main- 
taining at al! times a perfectly uniform 
train interval under existing conditions. 

‘*As to the question of compelling pass- 
engers to enter cars at one end and 
leave at the other, this could not be car- 
ried into effect without constant conflict 
with the traveling public, and more serious 


delays ai stations than now exist. One of 
the most serious objections to this plan, 
for instance, would be that a passenger 
securing a seat in the south end of any 
car at Rector Street, and wishing to alight 
ai Thirty-third Street, in the rush hour, 
would be compelled to push his way to the 
north end of the car through the crowd. 
This would be especially difficult by reason 
of the narrow aisle between the cross 
seats, which are such a popular feature of 
the trains. 

“The question of side doors similar to 
those on cars of the Brooklyn Bridge was 
thoroughly considered in connection with 
the new equipment recently purchased. 
Side doors reduce the seating capacity by 
not less than eight seats per car, or one- 
sixth, in a total of forty-cight seats.

THINGS ALLURING TO CHILDREN.—In an 


action for damages brought by the guard- 
ian of nine-year-old Annie Coleman against 
| the Robert Graves Company, it appeared 
| that the little girl, while poking about in a 

bonfire of shavings on defendant's vacant 

lot, in search of pieces of brass, set fire to 
| her dress and was severely burned. Jus- 
; tice Nash of the Supreme Court has decided 
| that the plaintiff cannot recover. He bases 

his decision on the Turntable case, (Walsh 
Fitchburg R. R. Co., 145 N. Y., 301,) 
| where it was held that a boy of five who 
|

was injured while playing about a turn- 

table in a vacant lot, which was used by 

the public in passing from one street to an- 
| other, had no right of action against the 
railroad company. The facts, the Court of 

Appeals said, did not authorize an assump- 

tion that the public had been invited to 

come upon the. ground, and, while there 
was an Implied license permitting the cross- 
ing, one availing himself of it was there by 
sufferance only. The court also held that 
! on the facts of the case it could not be 
| said that the railroad company either en- 
| ticed or allured the plaintiff to come on its 

land, or was bound to exercise extra vigi- 
lance in preventing injury to children al- 
lured on its iand by the turntable. “ The 
case here,’ said Justice Nash, “ differs 
from that in no material aspect. The burn- 
ing of the chips or shavings thrown out 
from the defendant's factory, it must be 
assumed, was done for the purpose of prop- 
erly conducting its business. While it 
might be apprehended that chiidren play- 
ing upon the vacant lot of the defendant 
would play around the fire, and even play 
with the fire, and, as urged on behalf of 
the plaintiff, be enticed to search in the 
hot ashes for the pieces of brass, the set- 
ting fire to a pile of shavings on the lot 
was not in the nature of a trap for the un- 
wary; a child of nine years knows that 
fire will burn; the little girl, as she says, 
was aware of this; there was fire in the 
ashes, and she used a stick. She did not 
think her dress would take fire: neither 
would the defendant's employe who threw 
out the chips and set fire to them.”

MUTUAL AND RECIPROCAL EASEMENTs.— 
Henry Clifford, James A. Stryker, and Am- 
brose Stryker, in 1879, being then the own- 
ers of adjoining vacant property in West 
Fifty-first Street, covenanted among them- 
selves, and recorded their agreement in the 
Register’s office, that if they ever erected 
houses on their lots they would so construct 
thern as to leave a certain space or court 
in front in the same way as houses adjoin- 
ing. This open court was to remain unob- 
structed forever, and the covenants in re- 
gard thereto were to run with the land and 
to be binding on their heirs and successors 
forever. In an action by a plaintiff to re- 
cover what he had paid on a contract to 
purchase éne of these lots free from all in- 
cumbrance, Justice Scott of the Supreme 


Court yesterday gave a decision in his 
favor. ‘“‘It cannot be doubted,” said the 
Justice, “that by this agreement Clifford 
and the Strykers created mutual and recip- 
rocal easements over their respective lands 
that no building should ever be so erected 
upon any of the lots as to cover the entire 
lot, and if the present or future owner of 
any lot covered by the agreement should 
undertake to so build he would undoubtedly 
be liable to an action at the hands of any 
owner of either of the other lots, Assumin 
this agreement to be enforceable, and I see 
no reason why it is not, a purchaser of 
any lot would be deprived of the beneficial 
use of a considerable portion of it. It needs 
no argument to show that such an agree- 
ment creates an incumbrance upon the 
title, and that a deed of the property sub- 
ject to such restrictions would not conve 
to plaintiff what the defendant contracted 
to sive hjm,”

BAER TO HELP BROOKLYN 


Borough President Swanstrom Ap- 
pealed for Coal. 


Long Island Road to Co-operate, and 
May Act as Distributing Agent— 
Soft Coal and Christmas 
Freight. 


While the tenement dwellers of Manhat- 
tan are being looked after in the distribu- 
tion of anthracite during the present emer- 
gency, the people in Brooklyn who have 
to buy coal by the pail or the bushel have 
up to now been shifting for themselves 
the best way they could. For some weeks 
President Swanstrom of the Borough cf 
Brooklyn has been in correspondence with 
representatives of the coal-carrying com- 
panies, their sales agents, and the dealers 
with a view to providing coal for the 
poor people of Brooklyn. In his efforts he 
has had the co-operation of President Bald- 
win of the Long Island Railroad, which 

| has depots for coal all over the borough, 
and the first idea was to make some ar- 
rangement with the Pennsylvania Railroad 
Company to deliver the coal. 

At the last moment Mr. Swanstrom was 
notified by the Pennsylvania Railroad that 
it could not deliver the coal at once. As a 
final resort Mr. Swanstrom decided to lay 
the matter before President Baer of the 
Philadelphia and Reading Company and 
the Central Railroad of New Jersey, and 
received the following reply, which he 
‘made public yesterday: 

In reply to your letter addressed to Mr. George 
I’, Baker, I beg to say that this company is now 
doing all it possibly can to supply coal to dealers 
in the City of Brooklyn. 

In answer to your query, ‘* Would it be possible 
to deliver any amount.of coal in care of a com- 
mittee appointed by the borough authorities, to 
be distributed at cost price to the poor of the 
ecity?"’ I can only say that if you will desig- 
nate a point of delivery in Brooklyn that can be 
reached by boat and designate a reasonable 
quantity of coal, we will be glad to furnish you 
coal for the poor of the city. 

Please communicate with Messrs. Edmonds of 
the Reading and Hellner of the Lehigh and 
Wilkesbarre Coal Company, to whom your letter 
has been referred, with instructions to do what- 
ever can be done within reason to help you. 

Mr. Swanstrom said last evening that the 
outlook for coal for Brooklyn was brighter 
now than it has been since the winter be- 
gan. He added: 

‘fT shall at once communicate with the 
committee of dealers appointed at my office 


on Saturday and with President Baldwin 
of the Long Island Railroad and steps. will 
be taken to bring on the coal promised by 
Mr. Baer. The Long Island Railroad will 
probably act as the distributing agent.” 

President Baldwin of the Long Island 
Ratlroad last evening said he was not only 
willing, but anxious to co-operate with Mr. 
Swanstrom in the distribution of this coal. 
He had a talk with Mr. Swanstrom on the 
subiect. 

“We can give the use of our yards, which 
are so welt spreac out that they cover 
every part of Brooklyn,’’ Mr. Baldwin con- 
tinued. ‘‘We have a number of yards in 
East New York and a depot at Coney Isl- 
and and one at Montauk, besides others 
at outlying points. We have yards at 
Thirty-ninth Street, near Third Avenue, 
and one in the Bay Ridge section at Sixty- 
fifth Street. near Fifth Avenue, besides a 
yard at Parkville. Through the Sixty-fifth 
Street yards the needs of the people in the 
! Bay Ridge and Fort Hamilton section could 
| be attended to, especially Fort Hamilton, 

which is so far from the regular dealers’ 

yards that it is difficult to get there.” 

The pail delivery will be continued in 
Manhattan as usual to-day, and some de- 
liveries will be made with wagons in case 

! of great stress, as the dealers do not de- 
sire to keep their men working on Christ- 
mas Day. 

A representative of the Delaware, Lacka- 
wanna and Western Railroad said that the 
miners would probably not work to-day, but 

| every effort would be made to deliver as 
i much coal as possible. The fact that fact- 
} ories and office buildings will be generally 
shut down, he thought, would help to even 
up matters. A representative of one of the 
largest of the cornpanies said: 

“While next Summer will help to restore 
the equilibrium, it will be eighteen months 
befor the normal conditions are fully re- 
stored. After the strike of the miners in 
1990 they knew that the second strike was 
ecming, and they did not work as hard as 
they could or mine as much coal as they 
could have mined in the following Summer, 
This helps to make the shortage greater 
now.” 

The high price of soft coal he ascribed to 
the failure of the railroads to deliver it in 
quantities to supply the demand, though 
enormous quantities have been mined. The 
Beech Creek, Broad Top, Chesapeake and 
Ohio, and Norfolk and Western: collieries 
aggregated 501,009 tons produced for the 
week of Dec. 18, and the tonnage of the 
Pennsylvania Railroad for the same week 
ageregated 471,190, both larger than for 
the corresponding period of last vear. 

“The Baltimore and Ohio» which is the 
great soft,coal carrying road, is clogged up 
with Christmas freight, and soft coal has 
to be sidetracked,” he said. ‘‘ This makes 
it searce, and these conditions will likely 
last for some days. The Pennsylvania Rail- 
road is hampered in the same way.”

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TEN YEARS FOR SHARKEY. 


| Slayer of Banker Nicholas Fish Stunned 
by the Severity of His Sentence. 


Thomas Sharkey, the private detective 
who was convicted of manslaughter in the 
second degree for having caused the death 
of Nicholas Fish, the banker, during a 

| barroom altercation last September, was 

yesterday arraigned before Justice Davy 
as the Criminal Branch of the Supreme 
Court and sentenced to ten years in State's 
prison. 

Sharkey’s counsel, Abraham Levy, made 
a motion for a new trial, on the ground 
that improper evidence had been admitted 
and some evidence in favor of his client 
excluded by Justice Davy during the trial. 
The motion was denied. 

In imposing sentence Justice Davy said: 

“Sharkey, you were indicted for man- 
slaughter in the first degree, and the jury 
brought in a verdict of manslaughter in the 
second. If I were to be guided by outside 
influence I would impose a light sentence. 
But I have a duty to perform to myself 
and the public. There are no mitigating 
circumstances in your case. You pursued 
and intercepted Mr. Fish on the sidewalk; 


you dealt a blow which sent to his death 
a respectable citizen. who might have had 
his faults, but who certainly was not a 
quarrelsome man. 

“There was no evidence that he tried to 
strike you. If you had admitted the truth 
and pleaded for mercy on the ground that 
you dealt the blow in the heat of passion 
vou might have been entitled to some 
leniency. But you denied striking the blow, 
and thereby added to the crime. You had 
ample time to cool off between the alterca- 
tion in the saloon and the terrible ending 
cf the quarrel on the sidewalk. I have 
taken into consideration the jury’s recom- 
mendation for mercy and your previous 
good character. You were ably defended, 
or the verdict might have been man- 
slaughter in the first degree. The sentence 
of the court is that you be confined in the 
State's prison for ten years."’ 

The severity of the sentence seemed to 
stagger both the defendant and his lawyers. 
Sharkey was deathly pale as he was led 
back to the Tombs across the Bridge of 
Sighs. 

Later in the day K. Henry Rosenberg 
of the firm of Levy & Unger applied to 
Justice Scott for an order calling upon the 
District Attorney to show cause why a 
certificate of reasonable doubt should not 
be issued in Sharkey's case, pending an ap- 
peal. The application was granted, and the 
argument set down for Monday. 


PROF. NAEF SAYS HE IS SANE. 


Court Agrees That the Inventor Should 
Be Committed to a Private 
Institution. > 


Prof. Paul Naef, the Swiss inventor, was 
committed temporarily to the Long Island 
Home, at Amityville, by Justice Seott of 
the Supreme Court, yesterday. A few days 
ago the scientist was sent to Bellevue Hos- 
pital on the ground that he was insane. 
He appeared before Justice Scott in conse- 
quence of proceedings instituted bv his 
wife to have him placed in the hospital on 
Ward's Island as an indigent lunatic. After 
Assistant Corporation Counsel Landon had 
told the ‘court’the purpose of the wife's ap- 
plication, Mr. Naef, who is a small man 


with a very large beard, rose from his seat 
in the rear of the courtroom and said: 


“I'm the man, Judge, and I'm not insane. | 


It is not a.mark of insanity to believe that 
the Steel Trust is trying to rob one. If I 
am insane, then I suppose that Straub must 
have been insane, e shot himself after 
the Steel Trust had gotten hold of his in- 
ventions in Pittsburg."’ 

Gustave Hurlimann, representing the 
Swiss Consulate, told the court that Naef 
should not be committed as an_ indigent 
person, as he had property worth $20,000, 
most of it consisting of real estate in Kan- 
sas City.’ The inventor, he said, ought to 
be committed temporarily to some private 
institution. Justice Scott agreed with this 
view, saying he would appoint a referee 
later to look into the matter. 

Mrs. Naef, who was divorced before she 
married the inventor, was in court. She 
has several children, and one of them is 
thirty-five years old, just six years the 
inventor's junior. 


MUST PAY FORFEITED BOND. 


Fidelity and Casualty Company Held 
Responsible in Excise Suit Against 
ex-Proprietor of the Parker House. 


| 

A decision of Justice -Keener in a suit 

| brought by the State Commissioner of Ex- 

cise against the former proprietor of the 
Parker House, at Thirty-ninth Street and 
Broadway, was the cause of great satis- 
faction to Commissioner Cullinan and _ his 

staff yesterday. The Fidelity and Casualty 
Company of New York must make good 
$1,600 for the forfeited ‘bond of the hotel. 
The Commissioner took away the license 

! and brought suit in this and other cases 
some months ago. The surety company 
advanced the defense that it was not re- 
sponsible in a case where the original hold- 
er of the liquor tax certificate transferred 
his license to some one else without the 
knowledge of the company or the State Ex- 
cise Department. 

“We stood surety for Mr. Parker,” ar- 
gued the company in substance, ‘“‘ but not 
for those to whom he transferred his li- 
cense secretly.”’ 

Justice Keener decides that the company 
is just as liable as if Mr. Parker had kept 
the license. It guaranteed that there would 
be no violation of the excise law within the

| year for which the certificate was issued, 
but before the end of the year there had 
been a violation, and it made no difference 
who ran the hotel bar at the time. 

The decision affects half a dozen saloon 
owners whose cases have been on trial up 
to date. Among the places already affected 
is MeGurk's, in the Bowery. known as 
“Suicide Hall.’ Herbert H. Kellogg, coun- 
sel for the Excise Department, said yester- 
day that there would be many more cases 
involving the same points.

Mrs, Hughes. Niles is the Washington 
(D C.) lawyer who had the old woman 
placed in a Riverdale sanitarium, whence 
she was released at the instigation of David 
Grassi, a relative of her dead husband. 

In making its petition, the trust company 
charged that Niles got possession of $46,000 
of the woman’s money, besides jewelry and 
other valuables worth $20,000. It was 


stated that he never rendered any account- 
ing for the-time when he was committee 
of her person and property by appoint- 
ment of the up-State Sudee who committed 
her to the private sanitariun:.

INCENDIARY SPREADS TERROR. 


Two Fires Started in West Sixtieth 
Street Tenements—Many Previous 
Suspicious Blazes. 


Two fires in crowded five-story tenements 
in Sixtieth Street, between Amsterdam and 
West End Avenues, shortly before dawn 
yesterday were unmistakably set, confirm- 
ing the suspicions of the police that more 
than a dozen similar blazes in the near 
neighborhood, which have been discovered 
within the last ten days just in time to 
save life, were also incendiary. 

James Rodney, on the third floor of the 
house No. 221, was watching his dead in- 
fant when smoke interrupted his vigil. 
Through the door he went into the hall, 
which he found in utter darkness, though 
he had left a lamp to guide possible late 
callers to his bereaved home. 

Shouting an alarm, he half groped half 
fell to the street through the thickening 
smoke. His lamp was found empty in 
the cellar. Its oil had been dashed over 
the walis and stairway, and over a pile 
of barrels near by, all of which were 
burning fiercely. The tenants saved the 
building without calling the firemen, but 
Policeman Dorney, who‘ helped them 
through the panic, reported the matter at 
the West Sixty-eighth Street Station. 

Detective Trainor hurried to the house, 
and while he was looking over the charred 
wood screams of “ Fire!’’ were raised in 
the building No. 240, across the _ street, 
where twenty-two families were. sleeping. 
The halls here were also in darkness, It was 
found that the incendiary in this case had 
broken the supply pipe at the gas meter in 
the cellar, and ignited the flow.

NEW JERSEY PARDONS COURT. 


No Action in Cases of Libbie Garra- 
brant, James Titus, and George 
M. Valentine. 


TRENTON, N. J., Dec, 24.—The Court 
of Pardons, in secret session to-day, gave 
a hearing to counsel for Paul Woodward, 
the Camden murderer, who is under sen- 
tence to be hanged on Jan. 8 Counsel 
asked for a commutation of sentence on the 
ground of insanity. The court postponed 
decision in the matter until next Tuesday 
in order to give counsel an opportunity to 
present testimony. 

The court decided not to take any action 
in the cases of James Titus and Libbie Gar- 
rabrant, who are serving life sentences, 


and also decided to take no action in the 
ease of George M. Valentine, the Perth 
Amboy bank wrecker. Libbie Garrabrant's 
case has been before the Board of Pardons 
a number of times. She has been in prison 
about thirty years for killing a man in 
Paterson when she was only sixteen years 
of age. At the time of the murder she was 
sentenced to be hanged, but her sentence 
Was commuted to life imprisonment. Titus 
is serving a sentence for killing a girl at a 
Hackettstown seminary, of which he was at 
the time janitor. 

The court postponed action until next 
Tuesday in the case of George W. Taylor, 
who was convicted of murder in Hudson 
County. 

The board disposed favorably seventeen 
cases, among which was a pardon for 
John C. Jones, a young physician who was 
sentenced from Cumberland County to 
we oo months for malpractice. 

ixteen persons were paroled, among 
them being these: John Mattis, sentenced 
from Atlantic County in December, 1900, 
to seven years for manslaughter. George 
Pearson, sentenced from Passaic County 
in 1899, to seven years for atrocious as- 
sault and battery; George Harris, sentenced 
from: Hudson County in 1896 to ten years 
for grand larceny, and Frank Smith, sen- 
tenced from Bergen County in October, 
1900, to four years for breaking and en- 
tering.

Total Quantity Found on the St. George 
Is Worth $7,200. 


Customs officers who were engaged in 
searching the coal breakers of the Phoenix 
liner St. George yesterday, discovered one 
more bag containing 500 pounds of Sumatra 
tobacco in addition to the 1,200 pounds 
found in the hold of the ship on Tuesday 
night, In order not to delay the sailing of 


the steamship, Superintendent Mason of the 
Heteken dock, where the St. George is 
lying. set twenty-two dock laborers to work 
removing the coal. 

The tobacco seized is worth about $7,200. 
The customs officials were informed that 
an attempt would be made to smuggle the 
tobacco into this country, and the vessel] 
has been watched constantly since its ar- 
rival here. Although several of the firemen 
and sailors were suspected, no arrests were 
made, as there is not sufficient evidence to 
fasten the offense on any of them. The 
tobacco was all wrapped in two-pound 
burehes, which were done up in brown 
peper and packed in the sailors’ clothing
